The  last  passenger  train  to  pass 
over  this  line  operated  on  April  23,  1932.  The  station  remained 
as  a  telegraph  office  until  the  mid  1940s.  All  train  activities 
ceased  and  the  rail  line  was  discontinued  in  1978. 


On  Sunday  morning,  April  12,  1992  the  station  v\;as  set  ablaze  and 
reduced  to  ashes  by  the  Bondsville  Fire  Department  because  of  its 
decrepit  condition  which  was  termed  a  safety  hazard.

Stanley  J.  "Buck"  Strzemienski  was  owner  of  the  Strzemienski 
Dairy  Farm  in  Palmer.  He  served  his  country  as  a  Staff  Sergeant  in 
the  Marines  during  World  War  II  later  becoming  a  member  of  Amvets 
Post  74  and  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  of  Palmer.  "Buck"  served  the 
Town  of  Palmer  for  40  years  as  Superintendent  of  Insect  and  Pest 
Control  during  which  time  he  started  a  street  belt  planting  program 
in  Palmer  resulting  in  over  1000  trees  being  planted. 

He  also  served  as:  the  Governor's  appointee  on  the  Palmer 
Redevelopment  Authority  for  five  years,  a  trustee  of  the  Palmer 
Public  Library,  a  trustee  of  Wing  Memorial  Hospital,  a  Corporator  of 
Monson  Savings  Bank,  and  the  Director  of  Three  Rivers  Chamber  of 
Commerce  receiving  Man  of  the  Year  Award  in  1972.  He  helped  organize 
the  Nativity  Scene  on  the  Three  Rivers  Common,  was  a  member  of  St. 
Joe's  Society  in  Thorndike  and  the  Polish-American  Citizen's  Club  of 
Three  Rivers  receiving  Man  of  the  Year  Award  in  1982.

Nineteen-ninety-three  proved  to  be  another  difficult  year  for 
this  Board  of  Selectmen  with  a  number  of  ongoing  issues  yet  to  be 
resolved . 

The  Annual  Election  was  held  on  April  20,  1993,  bringing  a 
new  member,  James  L.  St.  Amand,  to  the  Board.  Mark  T.  MacDougall 
was  elected  Chairman,  Lawrence  M.  Jasak  was  elected  Vice  Chairman 
and  James  L.  St.  Amand  was  elected  Clerk  at  the  reor gani zat ional 
meeting  of  the  Board  on  May  19,  1994. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  postponed  until  May  3,  1993  with 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Committee  presenting  a 
balanced  budget  to  the  voters.  However,  through  amendments  on  the 
Town  Meeting  floor,  the  Town  was  again  faced  with  an  unbalanced 
budget . 

An  override  election  was  held  on  June  8,  1993  which  included 
questions  to  appropriate  additional  funds  for  police  salaries, 
police  expenses,  highway  department  salaries  and  a  leasing  program 
for  trucks  for  the  Highway  Department,  the  Park  Department  and  the 
VJater  Pollution  Control  Facili  y.  This  override  was  not 
successf u 1 . 

The  Administrative  Order  issued  to  the  Town  by  the  Department 
of  Environmental  Protection  for  the  operation  of  the  VJater 
Pollution  Control  Facility  continue  to  be  a  source  of  increased 
expenditures  for  the  Town.  These  expenditures  include  Phase  II  of 
the  Infiltration/Inflow  Study,  Combined  Sewer  Overflow 
Modifications,  a  dechlorination  system  and  modifications  to  the 
current  chlorination  system. 

With  the  potential  closing  of  the  Emery  Street  landfill  in 
December  of  this  year,  preparation  of  bid  specifications  and  a 
request  for  proposal  for  alternate  methods  of  solid  waste  and 
sludge  collection/disposal  were  prepared.  The  date  of  June  4, 
1993  v/as  selected  as  a  deadline  for   receipt  of  bids  and  proposals. 

The  review  committee  reported  their  findings  to  the  Board  on 
August  17,  1993.  In  their  opinion  two  bids  for  curbside 
collection  were  found  to  be  nonresponsi  ve ;  a  bid  for  sludge 
collection/disposal  was  found  to  be  responsive  and  the  proposal 
for  curbside,  collection,  a  regional  landfill,  sludge 
collection/disposal  and  capping  of  the  current  landfill  was  found 
to  be  responsive. 

Negotiations  began  with  the  successful  proposer  as  the  result 
of  a  two  to  one  vote  of  the  Board  on  August  31,  1993.  A  referendum 
vote  was  to  be  scheduled  following  negotiations. 

The  Board  voted  to  reject  the  nonresponsi  ve  bids  and  to 
extend  the  award  date  on  the  sludge  collection/disposal  bid 
pending  a  mutual  agreement  with  the  bidder. 
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The  close  of  the  year  found  the  Town  still  in  negotiations 
with  the  responsive  proposer,  a  date  for  the  referendum  vote  still 
to  be  set  and  an  extension  of  the  closing  of  the  landfill  until 
December  21,  1994. 

As  a  result  of  the  extension,  the  daily  operations  of  the 
current  landfill  was  readvertised  on  a  month-to-month  basis  and 
was  awarded  on  December   21,  1993 

The  closing  of  the  sale  of  the  Park  Street  School  has  been  a 
long  time  coming  due  to  a  number  of  issues  including  testing  of 
the  underground  fuel  tanks  and  the  need  to  survey  the  property. 
This  sale  is  expected  to  be  completed  early  in  the  new  year. 

The  Board  will  soon  be  in  receipt  of  a  feasibility  study  for 
the  Three  Rivers  Elementary  School  which  is  being  conducted 
through  the  generousity  of  the  Three  Rivers  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
The  Board  is  expected  to  take  action  on  the  readver tising  of  the 
vacant  schools  in  the  Spring  of  1994. 

The  end  of  the  year  once  again  found  the  department  heads, 
boards  and  committees  faced  with  the  upcoming  budget  process  for 
Fiscal  Year  1995.  Department  heads  will  be  submitting  two 
proposed  budgets;  one  at  level  funding  for  expenses  and  one 
reflecting  increases  of  2  1/2  percent. 

Once  again  we  would  like  to  thank  all  officers,  boards, 
committees  and  employees  for  their  ongoing  support  and  cooperation 
throughout  the  past  year.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  those 
residents  who  have  taken  an  interest  in  the  affairs  of  their 
community  by  voicing  their  concerns  in  the  issues  and  problems  we 
are  faced  with. 

We  will  make  every  attempt  to  resolve  the  pending  issues  and 
problems  as  v\;ell  as  any  new  ones  that  may  arise  in  the  best 
interest  of  all  the  residents  of  the  Town  of  Palmer.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

In  1993  there  v/ere  some  changes  in  staffing.  Nancy  Enos  resigned  as 
a  dispatcher  after  8  1/2  years.  Robert  Peritz  was  hired  to  fill  the 
12-8  dispatch  shift.     We  wish  Nancy  well   in  her  new  endeavors. 

Officer  Edward  Jasak  retired  after  30  years  of  dedicated  service  to 
the  Palmer  Police  Department  and  the  Town  of  Palmer.  Best  of  Luck 
and  a  long  and  healthy  retirement,  "Jake". 

In  November  Rebecca  Burger  was  appointed  as  a  full  time  officer  and 
is  attending  the  Agawam  Criminal  Justice  Training  Academy  in  January 
1994. 

I  requested  recognition  for  Officer  Christopher  Burns  to  the  Awards 
Committee  of  the  Western  Massachusetts  Chiefs  of  Police  Association 
for  an  incident  he  was  involved  in  December  1992  when  he  averted  a 
potential  serious  injury  to  a  child.  At  the  Annual  Awards  Dinner  of 
December  1993  he  was  awarded  a  plaque  for  meritorious  and 
commendable  service. 


This  year  we  received  two  Law  Enforcement  Grants,  Larry  Smith, 
Community  Development  Director  and  Sgt.  Robert  Frydryk  put  a  grant 
proposal  together  for  Computerization  of  the  Palmer  Police 
Department.

The  Persian  Gulf   Program   is   still    in    limbo   due   to  the 
fact   that   the  Legislature   has   failed   to  appropriate  the 
funds   to   complete   this   bonus   to   these   deserving   men  and 
women.      We   continue   to   take   applications,    and   help  those 
that  are  eligible   to  file. 

In  keeping  with   previous   reports   to  you,    I   have  logged 
the   following:      the  Year   1993  had   594  office  visits, 
1,593   phone  calls,    and   out-of -of f ice  calls  and   visits  41. 
Twenty-three   veterans'    sought   copies  of   their  Discharges 
or  DD  214   for   schooling,    employment   and   retirement  purposes. 
We  handled   eleven   requests   for  Medals   ranging   from  WWII, 
Korea  and   Vietnam.     The  Department   of  Veterans   Affairs   has  ■ 
finally  accepted   the   problems   steming   from  Agent  Orange 
and   the  medical   problems   of   those   involved   in   the  Persian 
Gulf  War,    and   those   veterans   will   now   be  compensated. 


A  commemorative   75th   Anniversary   Medal   for   the  WWI  Veterans 
came   into   being   in   1993,    and   applications   for   this  award  are 
available   in   this  office.      This   recognition  was   long  overdue. 


Again,    having  office  hours   during   the   day   has   expanded  our 
ability   to   serve   in  a   better  capacity,    those   that   look  to 
us   for  assistance.

PALMER  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

Despite  tight  budget  restrictions  from  the  Town  and  State/  the  Council  on  Aging  has 
completed  another  successful  year  serving  the  needs  of  the  citizen's  of  Palmer. 
Embarking  on  it's  18th.  year,  the  Palmer  Council  on  Aging  strives  to  be  a  model  of 
excellence  in  providing  services  and  programs.  While  maintaining  a  broad  range  of 
recreational  and  social  programs,  the  center  continued  to  expand  it's  scope  of 
providing  a  continum  of  supportive  services  for  in  home  elders,  to  include,  telephone 
reassurance-  27  homebound  elders  were  called  on  a  daily  basis,  totaling  5,616  calls 
throughout  1993.  In  Home  meal  program  provided  52 '-frail  elders  with  a  hot  meal,  5 
days  a  week,  totaling  13,780  meals.  Other  in  home  programs  included.  Foot  Care, 
Friendly  Visitor,  Hearing  Screening,  Assistance  with  banking,  food  stamps,  grocery 
shopping,  hairdressers,  homemakers  and  advocacy. 

The  FY  90  Federal  Census  estimates  the  60+  population  in  Palmer  at  2,573.  The  number 
of  unduplicated  elders  receiving  a  direct  service  from  the  Council  on  Aging  in  1993 
was  1,568.     32,701  units  of  service  were  provided  in  1993.  Those  not  receiving  a 
direct  service  were  informed  of  our  services  through  the  newsletter.  11  issues  of 
the  newsletter  were  printed,  a  total  of  7,320  newsletters  were  distributed. 

A  major  project  continues  to  be  our  in  and  out  of  town  transportation  program.  In 
1993,  155  unduplicated  passengers,  including  14  passengers  under  60  utilized  our 
service.  6,099  trips  were  taken  totaling  31,880  miles.    Total  cost  to  operate  this 
program  was  $29,998.39.    Total  Town  appropriations  were  $11,083.00. 

To  care  for  the  physical  needs  of  our  60+  population,  we  provided  eye  screenings, 
health  screenings,  hearing  screenings,  blood  pressure  clinic's,  cholesterol 
screening  and  foot  care.  775  unduplicated  individuals  took  advantage  of  these 
services,  and  12  speakers  were  engaged  to  discuss  health  related  issues.  Medical 
equipment  is  also  available  at  the  center  to  be  loaned  at  no  charge  as  needed. 

Commodity  food  distribution,  fuel  assistance,  tax  assistance,  transportation  and 
referrals  were  also  available  to  the  under  60  low  income  and  disabled  population. 
Of  the  1,938  families  who  took  advantage  of  these  programs,  370  were  under  60. 
A  congregate  meal  was  held  at  the  Senior  Center  twice  a  week  in  1993.  1,560  meals 
were  served.     210  unduplicated  seniors  took  advantage  of  the  activities  offered  at 
the  center,  6,147  times.     9,506  individuals  signed  our  daily  registration  sheet. 

$4,503.00  was  awarded  to  the  Palmer  Council  on  Aging  in  Formula  Grant  Funding  from 
the  Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  in  Boston,  for  gas,  oil,  tires,  repairs  and 
insurance  for  the  out  of  town  transportation. 

$3,  640.00  was  awarded  to  the  Palmer  Council  on  Aging  from  Greater  Springfield 
Senior  Services,  Inc.  to  fund  a  part  time  outreach  position. 

$7,800.00  was  awarded  from  Greater  Springfield  Senior  Services,  Inc.  to  fund  a  part 
time  driving  position  for  the  out  of  town  van. 

$28,896.00  was  acquired  thru  the  16B2  Mobility  Assistance  program  to  purchase  a 
1994  van  with  lift,  to  replace  the  present  in  town  van.  Total  cost  of  the  van  was 
$34,870.00.  A  20%  match  was  needed.  The  Palmer  Senior  Citizen's  Club,  Inc. 
contributed  $6,974.00. 

$140,000.00  was  acquired  thru  the  Small  Cities  Grant  Program  to  make  improvements 
to  the  Palmer  Senior  Center,  Memorial  Hall  Building.  $10,000.00  was  raised  thru 
various  fund  raisers  to  contribute  to  this  endeavor. 

Volunteers  continue  to  assist  in  various  programs  and  activites  and  were  active  in 
several  fund  raisers.  In  1993  they  volunteered  4,003^  hours,  if  paid  $5.00  per  hour, 
they  contributed  $20,  285.50  worth  of  service.  The  Council  on  Aging  greatly 
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appreciates  their  tireless  efforts. 

This  year  the  Social  program  at  the  center  was  increased  to  include/  Easy  Arobics. 
Families  could  apply  for  Fuel  Assistance  from  the  Council  on  Aging  Office/ 
instead  of  traveling  to  Chicopee. 

We  also  entered  our  first  contest ent  in  the  MS.  Springfield  Golden  Girls  Pagent  and 
Ms.  Senior  Massachusetts/  sponsored  by  the  Springfield  Jewish  Community  Center  in 
Springfield.  This  was  the  second  annual  competition.  Our  contestent/  Lydia  (Mimi) 
Tanne/  from  River  St.  in  Thorndike/  walked  away  with  the  Titles.  She  will  go  on  to 
Reno  Navada  in  May  to  compete  in  the  Ms.  America  Pagent.  The  Council  on  Aging 
wishes  her  the  best  of  luck.

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The  Community  Development  Department  completed  the 
administration  of  the  Town's  $778,840  FY91  Massachusetts  Small 
Cities  Program  (MSCP)  Grant.  Under  this  grant,  a  total  of  26 
housing  units  were  rehabilitated  in  the  Three  Rivers /Thorndike 
Target  Area.  In  addition  3,290  linear  feet  of  water  line  was 
installed  under  Summer  and  Pine  Streets,  2,360  linear  feet 
of  sidewalk  was  constructed  along  High  St.,  in  Thorndike,  and 
the  Thorndike  Neighborhood  Playground  was  fully  reconstructed. 
Also,  45  persons  participated  in  the  Adult  Literacy  Program, 
27  children  received  day-care  subsidies,  and  3  families  received 
parenting  skills  counseling. 

The  Department  also  completed  its  administration  of  the 
town's  $190,063  FY91  Joint  MSCP/Hampden  County  Housing  Services 
Program  which  provided  housing  counseling  and  workshops  to  over 
850  households  in  the  thirteen  community  area. 

The  Department  has  completed  the  administration  of  2/3rds 
of  the  town's  $903,71  5  FY92  MSCP  Grant.  As  of  the  end  of  the 
year  another  23  housing  units  had  been  rehabilitated  in  the 
Three  Rivers/Thorndike  Target  Area.  In  addition  3,325  linear 
feet  of  water  line  was  installed  under  Ruggles  Court,  LaFayette, 
Cross,  Coache  and  Riverside  Streets.  Also,  41  persons 
participated  in  the  Adult  Literacy  Program,  28  children  received 
day-care  subsidies,   and  8  persons  received  job  training. 

The  Department  applied  for,  and  received,  Law  Enforcement 
Grants  for  computer  hardware/software  and  for  the  development 
of  a  Regional  Drug  Task  Force  totaling  $80,000. 

The  Department  also  applied  for,  and  received,  a  $20,000 
grant  for  the  coordination  of  the  system  improvements  and 
management  of  the  town's  four  Water  Districts. 

The  Department  continues  to  work  with  the  Bondsville  Water 
District  in  administering  its  $428,000  Aquifer  Land  Acquisition 
Grant .

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The  recent  fire  on  November  26,  at  the  Mapletree 
Industrial  Complex,  caused  many  of  us  to  remember  all  to 
vividly,  the  Holocast  just  25  years  ago,  October  4,  1968,  of 
the  total  destruction  of  the  Bondsville  Mills. 
Presently,  the  Palmer  Industrial  Park  is  drawing  to  a  close 
with  the  final  payment  of  $85,117.55  due  in  1994.  This  is 
the  result  of  the  bonding  of  the  State's  share  20  year  bonds 
for  the  Urban  Renewal  Assistance  Grant  for  the  Industrial 
Park.  This  was  a  cooperative  program  between  the  State 
Department  of  Community  Affairs  and  the  Town  of  Palmer. 

The  total  reimbursement  by  the  State  was 
$1,792,250  minus  $89,899  for  certain  planning  advances  made 
during  early  development. 

In  1971  the  town  voted  $2,900,800  be  appropriated 
for  defraying  the  development,  acquisition,  and  operating 
costs  of  the  Urban  Renewal  project.  This,  to  be  expended  in 
conjunction  with  a  federal  EDA  Grant  of  $945,000.00,  for 
the  development  of  Public  Works  on  this  site. 

On  December  18,  1972,  the  town  authorized  the 
Selectmen  to  sign  a  Cooperation  Agreement  with  the  PRA, 
terms  of  the  agreement  stated  the  town  would  furnish  Cash 
Grants,  Public  Improvements  and  Cooperate  with  the  PRA,  and 
accept  Federal  and  State  aid  to  be  spent  for  this  project. 
The  estimated  cost  was  $3,773,000.  This  involved  150  acres 
of  land  to  be  developed. 

Presently,  18  industries  are  located  in  the  park 
and  two  large  condominiums  complexes  are  located  on  Main 
Street  in  Bondsville.  The  industrial  park  tax  value 
assessment  is  $13,000,000  with  an  annual  real  estate  tax 
return  of  approximately  $200,000,  and  employing  about  310 
people . 

The  following  is  a  chronological  listing  of 
important  events  from  the  fire  in  1968  to  1993: 

1 .  There  were  many  emergency  meetings  in  Boston, 
with  the  Governor's  Staff  co-ordinating  the  many  State  and 
Federal  Agencies.  These  officials  and  agencies  advised  and 
counseled  us  on  the  necessary  procedures  to  follow  in  order 
to  qualify  for  Federal  and  State  Assistance.  We  soon 
learned  that  —  "COMMUNITY  INVOLVEMENT  AND  FINANCIAL 
COMMITMENT  WERE  CRUCIAL  FACTORS  TO  OPENNING  THE  DOORS  FOR 
AID  TO  THE  COMMUNITY." 

2.  The  appointment  of  a  15  member  committee 
called  EODP,  to  organize  and  gather  information  on  Palmer 
and  to  prioritize  recommendations. 
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3 .  Hired  the  Washington  Group  headed  by  Ron 
Stinnett,  for  a  fee  of  $30,000,  to  work  with  and  advise  the 
OEDP  Committee  in  their  effort  to  prepare  an  application  for 
a  Federal  EDA  grant--coordinate  this  activity  with  the 
Department  of  Community  Affairs  and  the  Town  of  Palmer,  all 
to  work  together  to  financially  fund  the  proposed  Industrial 
Park. 

4.  The  OEDP  committee  recommended  to  the 
selectmen  the  creation  and  appointment  of  a  Redevelopment 
Authority.  This  composed  of  4  elected  and  1  State  appointed 
member  with  very  broad  powers,   including  eminent  domain. 

5 .  The  PRA  Board  took  over  the  development  of  the 
park  project,  and  hired  an  executive  director  to  direct  the 
program.  Their  director,  Ed  Gleed,  was  invaluable  to  the 
PRA.  He  was  an  expert  in  the  area  of  Federal  and  State 
grants  and  all  types  of  funding.  The  PRA  was  very  fortunate 
to  have  been  able  to  employ  a  director  of  his  calibre. 

6.  1970  -  Bondsville  residents  voted  to  purchase 
the  Bondsville  Water  Company  and  establish  the  Bondsville 
Fire  and  Water  District. 

Note:  Remember  the  emergency  water  tank  trucks  on  Main 
Street  needed    until  emergency  lines  could  be  installed. 

7.  1972  -  Awarded  a  Downtown  Urban  Renewal 
Grant  of  $67,500.  This  was  to  fund  professional  services 
needed  for  the  planning  of  the  Down  Town  Project.  The  PRA 
spent  $26,000  and  $2,000  with  in  kind  services.  Palmer  had 
to  appropriate  further  matching  funds  which  amounted  to 
$1  4,000  in  cash  and  in  kind  services.  This  funding  was 
rejected  at  the  town  meeting  and  the  grant  had  to  be 
returned  to  the  State. 

A  THOUGHT! !  If  this  progressive  downtown  program  had  gone 
forward,  just  try  and  visualize  "The  Palmer"  we  might  be 
looking  at  today.  It  takes  vision  and  initiate  to  direct 
your  community  towards  its  future  goals  --  sometimes 
progress  is  clouded. 

8.  1973-74  -  PRA  signed  an  option  with  Joe 
Scheaffer,  and  in  turn  to  J.B.  Williams,  to  purchase  and 
develop  the  park.  Williams  borrowed  and  financed  this 
acquisition  through  Bay  Bank  Valley. 

This  transaction  caused  the  EDA  to  freeze  the  balance  of  its 
grant  to  Palmer  at  $458,000  which,  because  of  this  reduced 
funding,  caused  a  stalemate  in  the  park  development  and  a 
great  deal  of  controversy.  Finally,  the  PRA  went  to 
Washington 

and  met  with  EDA  and  resolved  the  problem,  contingent  on 
resolving  the  Williams  situation. 
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9.  1979  -  PRA  approached  Bay  Bank  and  negotiated 
a  nonrecourse  financial  arrangement  to  repurchase  the  park. 
Repayment  would  be  made  only  out  of  a  portion  of  the 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  commercial  building  lots.  A 
clause  exempted  the  Town  of  Palmer  from  any  financial 
liability  or  damages.  This  agreement  was  finalized  on 
December  26,  1979. 

10.  1982  -  PRA  contracted  with  Westmass  Area 
Development  Corp.  to  assist  in  our  marketing  program.  Ray 
Warren  of  Westmass  did  a  tremendous  job  in  guiding  and 
directing  businesses  and  industries  to  locate  in  Palmer. 
Through  his  efforts  the  PRA  was  able  to  site  Quaboag 
Transfer  and  Lasercomb  in  the  park.  Both  these  sales  were 
important  signs  that  the  park  was  finally  on  its  way  to 
successfully  filling  the  hopes  and  plans  of  PRA  Members, 
who  refused  to  loose  sight  of  the  sole  purpose  of  this 
project — JOBS  AND  A  STABLE  TAX  BASE.  From  1984  to  1991  the 
sites  continued  to  sell  until  most  lots  were  sold. 

11.  1992  -  PRA  was  faced  with  a  severe  shortage 
of  rail  switching  space  to  handle  the  5,000  cars  coming  into 
the  park  during  the  year.  PRA  contracted  to  develop  and  and 
a  new  1  ,  400  foot  spur  for  $81,000.  Our  Industries  are  now 
able  to  have  top  service  in  car  movement. 

12.  Because  of  the  tremendous  cost  of  maintaining 
the  rail  facilities  in  the  park,  we  negotiated  a  lease 
program  for  30  years  with  the  C.V.R.R.  to  repair,  maintain 
and  update  the  rail  facilities  in  the  park. 

We  would  be  remiss  in  this  report  if  we  did  not 
acknowledge  our  dependence,  through  the  years,  of  our 
attorney  Douglas  Nichols  for  his  legal  expertise  in  advising 
us  on  the  many  alternatives  and  complexities  to  be 
considered  in  resolving  the  many  legal  problems  and 
situations  that  were  encountered. 

Add  to  this  our  accountant,  Stephen  R.  Chiacchia, 
CPA,  who  furnished  the  PRA  with  knowledgeable  and 
Professional  Accounting  Services  and  advice  that  has  been 
invaluable  in  developing  and  maintaining  our  budgets,  as 
well  as  cooperating  with  the  State  Auditors  in  their  needs. 

The  PRA  realizes  this  report  does  not  begin  to 
tell  the  story  of  the  many  people  from  1968  to  the  present 
that  devoted  many  hours  of  unpaid  time  to  the  development  of 
the  Industrial  Park. 

It  is  worth  noting  that  Neil  McDonald,  Mrs.  Mary 
Krawiec  and  Thomas  Haley,  have  served  better  than  20  years, 
devoting  extensive  time  and  effort,  as  members  of  the 
Palmer     Redevelopment     Authority,  many      times  against 
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discouraging  odds  and  criticism.     However,    success  does 
have  a  desire  of  wanting  to  be  on  the  band  wagon. 

It  is  worth  noting  that  the  PRA  budget, 
established  25  years  ago,  has  never  had  to  come  back  before 
the  town  for  additional  funds  to  complete  this  project,  even 
in  the  face  of  increased  costs  through  the  years.  Not  bad. 
Really! ! 

We,  the  PRA,  have  tried,  by  our  endeavors  and 
conamitment,  to  give  Palmer  an  INDUSTRIAL  PARK  that  is  a 
PRIDE  TO  OUR  COMMUNITY.     We  feel  this  has  been  accomplished. 

In  closing  the  PRA  "Thanks  You"  The  People  of 
Palmer,  all  the  past  and  present  elected  officials,  the  past 
and  present  members  of  the  PRA,  for  your  understanding, 
dedication  and  leadership,  through  the  years  of  developing 
this  project  and  contributing  to  its  success.

HOSPICE  PROGRAM 

Our  program  served  twenty-one  (21)  patients  and  their  families  in 
Palmer.  A  total  of  1,046  visits  were  made  to  these  patients.  In 
addition  to  Nursing,  Social  Worker,  Home  Health  Aide  and  PHysical 
Therapy  visits  these  patients  and  families  received  services  from 
Volunteer  Care  Givers  and  Bereavement  Care. 

A  Volunteer  Care  Giver  Coordinator  oversees  the  training  program 
and  assignment  of  volunteers.    A  volunteer  training  class  was 
held  in  October  and  November  and  fourteen  (14)  volunteers  were 
trained  bringing  the  total  of  volunteers  to  fifty  (50).  This 
group  of  caring  people  provided  numerous  hours  of  service  including 
supportive  listening,  companionship,  household  tasks,  shopping, 
errands  and  bereavement  support  to  patients  and  their  families. 
Volunteers  also  provide  countless  hours  of  service  in  assisting 
with  office  work  and  the  preparation  for  the  Memorial  Service. 
The  Hospice  Program  also  has  a  volunteer  Medical  Director  and  Pas- 
toral Counselor,  Volunteers  are  a  needed  and  much  appreciated  com- 
ponent of  the  Hospice  Program. 

The  Annual  Memorial  Service  was  held  at  Pulaski  Park  on  Saturday, 
June  12,  1993.     The  outdoor  service  included  music  and  a  reading 
of  the  names  of  those  cared  for  in  the  Hospice  Program.  Approxi- 
mately fifty  (50)  people  attended.     It  was  a  peaceful  and  reflec- 
tive time.     Refreshments  were  served  following  the  ceremony. 
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Hospice  care  strives  to  meet  all  the  needs  of  the  terminally  ill 
patients  and  their  families.     Some  of  the  patients  seen  this  past 
year  had  other  terminal  illnesses  including  end-stage  cardiac  and 
respiratory  disease.     The  staff  and  volunteers  are  dedicated  to 
providing  relief  from  pain,  symptom  control  and  meeting  their  emo- 
tional and  psychological  needs.     Patients  and  families  can  con- 
tact the  Hospice  Staff  at  anytime  24-hours  a  day  -  7  days  a  week. 

MATERNAL  CHILD  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

A  total  of  Three-hundred,  ninety-four  (394)  home  visits  were  made 
to  forty-one  (41)  families  in  the  Town  of  Palmer.     Some  of  the 
visits  were  funded  by  the  Town's  allotment  to  the  VNA.     The  visits 
included  prenatal  teaching,  assessment  of  newborns  and  toddlers 
and  instruction  regarding  parenting  concerns.     Families  were  al- 
so referred  for  services  from  other  social  or  medical  agencies  as 
needed . 

The  Quaboag  Valley  VNA  is  able  to  provide  complete  care  at  home  to 
all  residents  of  Palmer.    Anyone  needing  services  or  information 
should  call  283-9715  between  8:00  a.m.  -  4:30  p.m.

We  have  four  cemeteries  under  our  Jurisdiction:

Four     Corners     Cemetery,      Thorndike,      Main     Street     near  Town 

Building 

Three  Rivers-Thorndike  Cemetery,      Three     Rivers,      Main  Street 

across  from  St.    Anne's  Church 
Palmer  Center     Cemetery,    Depot     Village,    Near  Old  Warren  Road 

and  Flynt  Street 

Regular  business  meetings  were  posted  and  held  during  the  year  in 
the  Town  Administration  Building. 

There  are  only  two  full  time  employees,  Michael  Skowronek  and 
William  Bernat,  Jr.  Our  thanks  to  them  for  keeping  our  cemeteries  as 
clean  and  good  looking  as  possible  within  our  limited  budget.  They 
also  have  to  repair  damage  from  careless  people  who  drive  eutos  off 
our  roads.  Every  act  of  vandalism  is  cleaned  up  by  them  and  the 
cemetery  lot  or  monument  restored  as  well  as  can  be  done.  Please 
remember  to  respect  the  dead.  It  is  illegal  to  use  cemeteries  for 
short  cuts  on  foot  or  by  auto.  Cemeteries  are  not  for  picnicking, 
skateboarding,    sliding  or  partying.      Violators  can  be  prosecuted. 

In  the  past  2-3  years  we  have  tried  to  even  fund  our  budget. 
After  the  budget  cut  asked  for  in  Fiscal  Year  1993  our  remaining 
Cemetery  Department  budget  has  been  sent  eight  years  back  In  time  to 
a  total  nearly  equal  to  Fiscal  Year  1985.  In  that  year  we  had  more 
employees  and  gave  better  service  and  had  better  looking  cemeteries 
than  we  can  possibly  do  with  the  same  dollars  today. 

We  are  deeply  disappointed  that  such  cuts  are  necessary! 1 

BURIALS 

We  will  do  our  best  to  continue  to  bury  the  dead  in  a  proper 
timely     manner.  However,      due     to  budget  cuts  we  have  been 

forced  to  cut  out  all  overtime  pay.      In  the     future  there  may 
be  delays  of  a  day  or  of  a  weekend  before  a  family  can  have 
their  deceased  burled. 

CARE 

Perpetual  care  of  our  cemeteries  will  continue,  but  at  a 
slower  pace.  Graves  will  not  look  as  well  kept  because  vc- 
have  been  forced  to  cut  out  all  seasonal  labor  from  our 
budget.  Caring  for  four  cemeteries  belonging  to  the  Town  of 
Palmer  will  now  be  done  by  only  two  employees.  It  is  nearly 
impossible  for  two  people  to  keep  up  with  everything  that  has 
to  be  done.

The  Palmer  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  received  15  applications  for  variances 
to  the  dimensional  requirements  to  the  Town  of  Palmer  Zoning  Bylaws  for  the 
year  1993. 

The  Board  held  public  hearings  on  all  petitions  received  according  to  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  40-A,  Section  11,  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 
As  a  result  of  the  hearings,  12  variances  were  granted. 

Income  from  the  Board  amounted  to  $375.00.    These  fees  are  collected  to 
cover  the  expenses  of  the  public  hearing  requirements.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PALMER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


Expanded  library  services  within  the  context  of  fiscal  constraints  posed  a  significant  challenge 
for  the  Pakner  PubUc  Library  in  FY  '93.  Creative  management  of  available  funds  became  essential  in 
the  shadow  of  a  $34,425  reduction  in  municipal  funding.  The  library  sustained  its  commitment  to 
meeting  the  needs  of  the  public  through  a  variety  of  materials  and  programming  designed  for  children 
and  adults  with  supplemental  support  from  grants  and  fundraising. 

In  November  1992  it  became  necessary  to  reduce  hours  and  lunit  services  in  order  to  work 
vdthin  budget  limitatior\s.  Hours  were  cut  from  57  per  week  to  44,  eliminating  Tuesday  and  Friday 
evenings  and  Saturday  hours,  and  reducing  availability  of  meeting  space  for  community  organizations. 
After-school  programs  and  page  positions  were  cut;  all  staff  took  a  2-week  furlough.  Bookmobile 
service  to  the  elementary  school  and  elderly  ceased  until  January  1993  when,  through  the  fundraising 
efforts  of  Juanita  Gralinski's  "Mile  of  Pennies"  and  donations  from  Zonta,  Riggs  Chevrolet,  and  R.  M. 
SuUivan  Transportation,  a  weekly  schedule  to  the  elderly  was  re-established.  Additional  support  from 
the  Rotary  Golf  Tournament  in  June  1993  allowed  the  bookmobile  to  continue  its  Friday  schedule 
throughout  the  summer  months. 

The  library  continued  its  varied  children's  programming  offering  3  pre-school  story  hours  and 
several  projects  supported  by  Arts  Lottery  grants.  Special  events  included  Birds  of  a  Feather:  A  Close- 
Up  Look  at  'Native  American  Craftwork,  Children's  Music  With  Anne-Louise,  Favorites  From  Children's 
Literature:  A  Storytelling  Program,  and  Music,  Mime,  and  Magic  (Kit  &  Kaboodle  Productions).  Once 
again  the  summer  reading  program,  "Reach  for  it!  Reod!",  a  cooperative  effort  of  libraries  state-wide, 
invited  pre-schoolers  through  high  school  students  to  read  for  pleasure  and  enjoy  films,  crafts,  and 
puppetry  shows  throughout  the  8-week  program.  327  children  took  part  and  many  participants 
enjoyed  a  roUer  skating  night  and  a  closing  party.  Donations  from  the  PTO's  and  area  businesses 
provided  prizes  and  incentives  for  those  who  joined  in  this  program  promoting  the  life-long  love  of 
reading.  Also  in  FY  '93,  the  Palmer,  East  Longmeadow,  and  Wilbraham  libraries  received  preliminary 
approval  for  a  $22,050  LSCA  cooperative  grant  entitled  "The  Early  Years  -  Libraries  &  Parents  in 
Partnership,"  which  would  provide  materials  and  workshops  centered  on  family  issues. 

Adult  programming  in  FY  '93  addressed  a  range  of  interests.  An  encore  presentation  of 
"Broadway  at  the  Library"  continued  a  series  on  the  musical  theater  presented  by  Trustee  Emeritus 
Walter  Haggerty.  "Act  II",  runrung  for  6  weeks,  explored  the  work  of  major  writers  and  lyricists  from 
Cole  Porter  to  Andrew  Lloyd  Webber. 

Substantial  funding  for  two  adult  programs  was  realized  through  LSCA  Title  I  grants.  A 
$40,230  cooperative  grant  reflecting  the  economic  climate,  and  serving  the  needs  of  the  unemployed 
and  underemployed,  established  the  Cooperative  Job  Resource  Centers  in  the  Palmer,  East 
Longmeadow,  and  Wilbraham  libraries.  Funding  has  equipped  each  library  with  a  Macintosh  Hex 
computer,  modem,  and  laser  printer  for  the  use  of  job  seekers  in  preparing  professional  quality  resumes 
and  cover  letters  free  of  charge.  Computer  training,  resume  counseling  and  networking  workshops,  in 
addition  to  programs  on  starting  your  own  small  business,  have  been  provided  through  this  grant.  A 
core  collection  of  books  and  reference  materials  on  job  opportunities,  periodicals,  classified  ad 
subscriptions,  and  on-line  services  (CompuServe)  have  strengthened  the  library's  resources  for  users  in 
need  of  employment  information. 

A  $14,300  family  literacy  grant,  "New  Visions  For  New  Learners,"  offered  adult  learners  a 
reading  discussion  series  exploring  4  interest  areas  through  the  use  of  children's  literature.  Family 
Relationships,  Other  Cultures,  American  History,  and  a  concluding  series  on  Autobiography  during  which 
participants  wrote  and  shared  their  own  stories  were  facilitated  by  local  scholars.  Three  of  the  sessions 
featured  a  family  event  including  professional  storytellers  and  puppetry.  The  program  emphasized 
reading  not  merely  as  a  skill,  but  as  a  gateway  to  ideas  and  interaction  with  others.  Selection  of 
materials,  planning,  publicity,  and  coordination  of  the  program  were  accomplished  through  the  work  of 
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grant  coordinator  Robin  Kline,  in  conjunction  with  the  Children's  Librarian,  library  staff,  and  Literacy 
Volunteers  of  Palmer. 

Since  its  inception  in  1978,  when  Literacy  Volunteers  of  Palmer  was  funded  by  a  federal  grant, 
LVP  has  grown  to  include  not  only  Adult  Basic  Reading  and  English  as  a  Second  Language,  but  in  FY 
'93  branched  out  to  include  GED  preparation.  Tutor  training  programs  were  conducted  periodically 
to  prepare  and  match  tutors  and  learners.  LVP  earned  support  in  1992-93  through  corporate  pledges 
from  Country  Bank  for  Savings,  Palmer  Paving,  Sanderson  MacLeod,  R.  M.  Sullivan  Transportation 
and  Brimfield  Precision  in  addition  to  a  $5,000  Community  Development  grant.  Recognizing  the 
demands  of  expansion  and  the  need  for  change  in  the  governance  of  Literacy  Volunteers  of  Palmer,  the 
Trustees  approved  a  plan  for  the  reorganization  of  the  literacy  prograim  under  its  own  Board  of 
Directors  in  June  1993.  LVP  now  supports  two  paid  positions,  a  Coordinator  of  Office  Administration 
and  a  Coordinator  of  Tutor/ Learner  Services. 

Along  with  the  many  projects  and  services  instituted  during  FY  '93,  the  library  converted  to  a 
new  circulation  system  in  October  1992.  The  CARL  (Colorado  Alliance  of  Research  Libraries)  software 
provides  the  library  with  access  to  acadenuc  and  public  libraries  as  part  of  the  automated  resource 
sharing  system,  C/W  MARS.  Through  membership  in  this  network,  library  staff  can  view  holdings  in 
over  45  libraries  in  central  and  western  Massachusetts  and  use  this  information  for  direct  interlibrary 
loan  to  patrons.  A  periodicals  database.  Uncover,  and  other  CARL  libraries  nationwide  are  also  part 
of  this  system. 

The  Palmer  Public  Library  is  a  busy  community  center.  The  success  of  its  diverse  programs 
depends  upon  an  experienced  staff  continually  involved  in  staff  development,  computer  training,  and 
daily  interaction  with  the  public.  In  September  '93  the  library  conducted  an  attendance  and  reference 
survey  which  showed  that  an  average  of  38  persons/ hour  visit  the  library  and  during  a  typical  day,  the 
staff  answers  at  least  15  reference  questions  requiring  research  skills. 

The  issues  of  staffing  and  budget  constraints  were  recently  addressed  in  the  Massachusetts 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners'  A  Strategic  Plan  For  The  Future  Of  Library  Services  In  Massachusetts  . 
This  document  states  that  the  stand-alone  Library  can  no  longer  keep  pace  with  today's  information 
and  technological  explosion.  Developments  in  technology  demand  a  new  level  of  training  for  librarians. 
Libraries  must  attend  to  these  rapid  changes  by  working  cooperatively  through  resource-sharing 
networks  and  by  responding  to  inflation  and  local  budget  crises  through  greater  reliance  on 
regionalization,  cooperation  and  networking.  The  Palmer  Public  Library  recognizes  that  enhanced 
services  and  the  library's  function  as  a  life-long  learning  center  depend  upon  continued  implementation 
of  these  principles  of  staff  development  and  resource-sharing.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PALMER  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  1992-1993 


The  past  school  year  witnessed  the  retirement  of  Mr.  James  M.  Pasquill , 
Superintendent  of  Schools  since  July,  1984.     Mr.   Pasquill  entered  retirement 
following  years  of  successful  tenure  as  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Palmer. 
His  many  accomplishments  as  Superintendent  will  long  be  remembered .     Of  those, 
his  work  with  the  development  and  building  of  the  Old  Mill  Pond  and  Palmer  High 
Schools  is  a  fitting  tribute  to  his  leadership . 

The  1992-1993  school  year  also  saw  many  exciting  and  worthwhile  activities 
occurring  within  the  schools .     These  are  enumerated  in  the  following  reports 
from  each  school's  principal.     In  addition,  reports  are  included  for  special 
education  and  maintenance. 

Old  Mill  Pond  School 

The  1993  school  year  at  Old  Mill  Pond  was  a  very  productive 
and  eventful  one.     Problems  related  to  vandalism  were  virtually 
non-existent ,  and  problems  regarding  student  management  were 
minimal .     Concerns  regarding  staffing  were  somewhat  alleviated 
by  employment  of  a  library  aide,  which  will  make  it  possible  to 
keep  the  school  library  open  for  all  but  the  first  and  last  week 
of  the  school  year.     Also,   the  addition  of  both  a  first  and  second 
grade  teacher  made  it  possible  to  keep  class  sizes  at  24  and  26 
respectively  at  those  levels.     The  cooperative  efforts  of  the 
school  planning  teams,  Parent-Teacher  Organization ,  and  staff 
have  made  possible  a  myriad  of  programs ,  cultural  events, 
activities  and  school  spirit  days  such  as  the  Junior  Achievement 
program,  student-of-the-month  program,  field  days,  Springfield 
Symphony,  Breakfast  with  Santa,  Halloween  hayride,  drug  education 
programs  such  as  Narcanon ,  Presidential  .'Icademic  Fitness  Program, 
Massachusetts  Electric  light  program,  food  play  presentation, 
fourth  grade  nutritional  day,  multicultural  day,  rollerskating 
parties  for  grades  K-4 ,  Brian  Gilley  history  of  music  performance , 
Book  Fair,  Little  Shoppers ,  Officer  Phil  Safety  Program,  Tom 
McCabe  storyteller ,  David  Bates  storyteller ,  Gary  Krinsky  vaudi- 
nette ,  Starlab  program.  United  Nations  Day  celebration ,  seatbelt 
safety  program.  Beauty  &  the  Beast  performance ,  fourth  grade  step- 
up  ice  cream  social,  Sturbridge  Reading  &  Writing  About  History 
Program ,  etc. 

Many  positive  changes  took  place  during  the  school  year. 
Some  of  them  vjere  as  follows: 

1  .     A  breakfast  program  was  established  making 
breakfast  available  to  all  students . 

2.  The  transitional  class,  eliminated  due  to 
budget  cuts,  was  restored . 

3.  An  all  school  computer  lab  was  established 
with  enough  computers  to  accommodate  an  entire 
class.     The  lab  is  networked  with  Palmer  High 
School . 
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4.  A  group  guidance  program  was  implemented  for 
students  of  grades  1-4  focusing  on  self-esteem , 
understanding  self  and  others,  career  awareness , 
and  understanding  goals  and  awareness. 

5.  As  a  consequence  of  many  horizontal  and  vertical 
articulation  meetings ,  departure  and  receiving 
learning  objectives  and  expectations  have  been 
delineated  for  students  at  each  grade  level. 

6.  The  D.A.R.E.  program,  already  in  the  Middle 
School,  has  been  extended  to  include  kindergarten 
and  grade  4  students. 

7.  The  Lions  Club,  working  in  concert  with  the  PTO , 
is  raising  funds  for  the  purchase  of  playground 
equipment  and  eventual  development  of  a  community 
playground . 

A  staff  survey  cites  good  staff  morale,  community  involvement, 
and  achievement  test  results  as  accomplishments  worth  mentioning . 
The  overall  range  of  scores  for  grades  1-4  on  the  California 
Achievement  Tests  for  1992-1993  was  between  the  71st  and  76th  per- 
centile.    Total  school  attendance  was  recorded  at  95.8  percent. 

A  School  Council  has  been  established  in  accordance  with  the 
guidelines  set  forth  by  the  Education  Reform  Act.     The  Council  has 
met  many  times  and  is  very  enthusiastic  about  the  task  of  developing 
and  presenting  a  school  improvement  plan  to  the  School  Committee  for 
its  approval . 

Converse  Middle  School 

1993  saw  a  number  of  changes  take  place  at  Converse  Middle 
School.     The  most  noticeable  was  the  loss  of  two  respected  teachers, 
Sandra  Burns  and  Cecilia  Zajk. 

Sandy  was  instrumental  in  developing  the  music  program  into  the 
fine  program  that  it  is  today,   touching  every  student  at  the  Middle 
School.     Sandy's  dreams  of  developing  a  first-class  chorus  in  Palmer 
was  well  on  its  way  to  fruition  when  she  died  in  June  of  1993. 

Cecilia  Zajk  moved  on  to  another  school  system  in  August  of 
1993  after  having  served  in  the  Palmer  Schools  for  over  25  years  as 
a  teacher  and  administrator .     Her  boundless  energy  and  compassion 
have  had  a  profound  effect  on  all  who  have  known  her,  and  these 
qualities  will  bode  her  well  in  her  new  challenge . 

Working  through  grants,   the  staff  of  the  Middle  School  has  been 
able  to  develop  and  expand  a  number  of  resources .     Mrs.  Patricia 
Carbone  wrote  a  Commonwealth  Inservice  Grant  for  a  course  on  Media- 
tion which  was  attended  by  25  staff  members.     Our  membership  in  the 
South  Central  Alliance  of  Middle  Schools  has  allowed  us  to  join  with 
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ten  other  schools  and  Worcester  State  College  to  develop  workshops 
and  seminars  on  timely  topics  for  the  Middle  School  setting.  Staff 
members  have  attended  twelve  workshops  during  the  past  year  sponsored 
by  the  Alliance .     Funding  for  the  Alliance  came  from  a  Chapter  2 
Block  Grant.     The  Alliance  in  turn  has  been  awarded  three  other  grants 
for  staff  development . 

Chapter  1  Grant  monies  were  used  to  hire  a  much  needed  full-time 
guidance  counselor . 

The  music  program  continues  to  be  very  successful  as  the  number 
of  students  participating  in  band  and  chorus  continues  to  increase . 
Presently  we  have  two  bands  and  two  choral  groups  made  up  of  nearly 
half  the  student  population .     We  have  also  had  a  number  of  our  music 
students  selected  to  participate  with  the  Quaboag  Valley  Music  Educa- 
tors Association ,  and  we  have  bad  students  successfully  audition  for 
Western  District. 

D.A.R.E.   continues  to  be  well  received  under  the  direction  of 
Officer  James  Lynch.     In  June  the  second  graduation  was  held  marking 
the  completion  of  the  first  year  of  the  program  for  all  of  our  fifth 
graders.     The  Family  Fun  Night  was  expanded  and  set  up  on  Main  Street 
in  Depot  Village  and  was  well  attended.     The  D.A.R.E.  program  con- 
tinues to  be  very  well  supported  by  local  clubs,  businesses ,  and 
organizations  in  the  area. 

The  Renaissance  Program  which  recognizes  academic  achievement 
through  a  system  of  incentives  has  continued  to  be  successful  due  to 
the  support  of  many  of  the  businesses  and  individuals  in  town. 

The  staff  has  been  working  to  develop  a  program  to  help  students 
who  have  experienced  difficulties  in  adjusting  to  a  regular  class- 
room setting.     It  is  hoped  that  the  program  will  help  students  to 
develop  the  needed  skills  to  allow  them  to  pass  through  adolescence 
as  smoothly  as  possible . 

Renovation  work  continues  at  the  Middle  School.     With  the  new 
heating  system  and  windows  in  place,   the  building  should  be  more 
energy  efficient .     Wiring  has  been  upgraded  to  meet  the  needs  of  a 
modern  electronic  society .     Classrooms  have  been  renovated  to  ac- 
commodate future  needs,  and  enrollments  continue  to  increase.  Grant 
money  has  been  used  to  make  a  more  efficient  lighting  system  in 
certain  areas,  and  the  work  on  handicapped  accessibility  has  been 
completed . 

The  Converse  Middle  School  Parent-Teacher  Organization  con- 
tinued to  play  an  integral  part  in  the  school  programs .     The  PTO 
provided  the  resources  for  cultural  activities  and  field  trips  and 
also  served  as  a  source  of  help  and  support  throughout  the  year. 

The  School  Council,  as  required  by  the  new  Education  Reform 
Act,  has  been  meeting  monthly  to  assess  the  needs  of  the  Middle 
School  and  help  to  formulate  a  plan  that  will  allow  the  school  to 
meet  our  needs  in  the  future.     The  meetings  are  public  and  all  are 
invited  to  attend. 
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Palmer  High  School 


In  all  aspects  1993  was  an  outstanding  year  for  Palmer  High 
School — academics ,  extracurricular  activities,  and  athletics. 
Eighty-one  percent  of  the  Class  of  1993  went  on  to  postsecondary 
education,   5  percent  into  the  military  service,  and  14  percent 
into  the  world  of  work.     Of  the  81  percent  going  on  to  postsecondary 
education ,  47  percent  entered  four-year  colleges ,  27  percent  entered 
two-year  colleges ,  and  7  percent  entered  one-year  programs . 

Four-year  colleges  represented  were  Stonehill  College, 
Springfield  College,  Holy  Cross,  Nichols,  Northeastern,  Wesleyan, 
Simmons ,  Rensselaer ,  Franklin  Pierce,  Western  New  England ,  Houghton 
College,  West  Virginia  University ,  University  of  Rhode  Island,  Nova 
University,  Stevens  Institute  of  Technology ,  as  well  as  each  and 
every  state  college.     Two-year  colleges  represented  by  the  graduates 
included  Becker  Junior  College,  Greenfield  Community  College,  Holyoke 
Community  College,  and  Springfield  Technical  Community  College. 

Graduation  1993  once  again  proved  to  be  an  outstanding  event. 
Graduation  at  Palmer  High  School  is  truly  a  community  event,  and 
this  past  June  was  no  exception .     On  that  evening  48  awards  and 
scholarships  were  given  with  a  total  monetary  value  of  $22,600. 
In  addition,  27  students  received  Presidential  Academic  Fitness 
Awards  through  the  Office  of  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
These  students  represented  32  percent  of  the  graduating  class. 

Technology  programs  and  use  continued  to  grow  each  and  every 
day.     Each  student  in  the  school  has  been  taught  by  the  librarian 
how  to  use  the  computerized  information  network  available  to  them 
in  the  school's  media  center.     In  addition,  special   urograms  have 
been  provided  the  staff  and  students  in  the  media  center  through 
MASS  LEARN  PIKE  and  various  other  programs  brought  in  through  the 
satellite  dish  located  on  the  school's  roof.     Once  again  each  ninth 
grader  received  10  weeks  in  the  computer  room  learning  to  access 
the  many  programs  we  have  available . 

Attendance  of  students  at  Palmer  High  School  continued  to 
remain  on  a  high  scale  on  a  day-to-day  basis;  nearly  96  percent  of 
the  students  attended  school  daily.     The  school's  dropout  rate  con- 
tinued to  be  one  of  the  lowest  in  the  area  and  is  under  2  percent. 
The  students  and  their  advisors  continue  to  be  committed  to  com- 
munity involvement .     This  past  year  180  pints  of  blood  were  donated 
by  the  students  and  staff  during  the  annual  blood  drives.     We  re- 
ceived two  awards  from  the  American  Red  Cross  for  being  the  high 
school  with  the  highest  percentage  of  blood  donors  in  the  entire 
Western  Massachusetts  area  over  the  last  two  years.     In  addition, 
through  school  activities  such  as  the  Volley  Ball  Tournament ,  Data 
Match  Service ,  and  the  annual  Variety  Show,   $600  was  donated  to  a 
youngster  in  the  community  undergoing  treatment  for  leukemia.  Through 
a  Christmas  breakfast ,   two  pick-up  trucks  of  food  were  donated  to 
the  local  Food  Share  program. 
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Participation  in  extracurricular  activities  remained  at  an 
all-time  high.     The  marching  and  concert  band  grew  to  110  members 
this  year,  as  did  the  flag  squad  to  21  members.     Thirty- five 
extracurricular  activities  were  available  to  the  students  from 
Intramural  Club  to  Business ,  Drama,  and  Chess  Clubs,  S.A.D.D. 
Organization ,   Yearbook ,  School  Newspaper ,  Horticulture ,  and 
Computer  Club,   the  newest  club — the  Naturalist  Club,  and  the 
Multi  Media  Club,  which  works  with  M-Pact  in  filming  and  broad- 
casting major  school  events — such  as  games,  concerts ,  graduation , 
town  meetings ,  and  School  Committee  meetings . 

Athletically  the  school  once  again  did  well.     The  boys'  and 
girls'   soccer  teams,   the  girls'  softball  team,  boys'  baseball  team, 
and  girls'   and  boys'  basketball  teams  all  went  on  to  tournament 
play  after  very  successful  seasons.     The  girls'   track  team  and  the 
boys'   cross  country  team  had  exceptional  years.     Each  of  the  teams 
had  players  or  participants  who  reached  All  League  or  All  Western 
Mass  status. 

This  year  for  the  first  time  swimming  became  a  part  of  the 
athletic  program.     Under  the  very  capable  leadership  of  Coach 
Lebowitz ,   the  program  has  grown  rapidly  both  skill-wise  and  in 
participation.     One  of  our  swimmers.  Dawn  Kielbania ,  achieved 
All  Western  Mass  status  despite  the  fact  that  this  was  our  first 
year  of  formal  competition . 

Special  Education 

The  Department  of  Special  Services  includes  all  special 
education  programs.  Chapter  I  programs,  remedial  reading  programs , 
health  services ,  home  and  hospital  tutoring ,  Chapter  622  (discrim- 
ination) ,  bilingual,  and  English  As  a  Second  Language  educational 
programs.     The  Department  is  also  responsible  for  the  screening  of 
all  youngsters  entering  kindergarten  as  well  as  three-  and  four- 
year-olds  for  possible  special  needs  and  early  intervention  pro- 
grams . 

For  the  Department  of  Special  Services  the  1993  school  year 
was  one  of  continued  growth  and  development .     As  of  December  1993, 
we  show  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  children  receiving 
special  education  services.     Our  current  enrollment  is  308  students , 
or  14  percent ,  as  opposed  to  296  in  1992.     This  is  a  very  acceptable 
increase ,  given  the  fact  that  the  total  enrollment  for  the  Palmer 
Schools  has  increased  by  over  60  children . 

State  and  federal  grants  written  and  supervised  by  the  Depart- 
ment continue  to  assist  in  defraying  some  of  the  costs  of  special 
education.     The  Federal  94-142  Special  Education  Grant  ($101,790), 
an  increase  of  $12,540,  continues  to  fully  fund  the  cost  of  our 
Early  Childhood  program  as  well  as  to  fund  a  number  of  paraprofes- 
sional  instructional  assistants  positions .     The  Federal  89-313 
Special  Education  Grant   ($10,500),  a  decrease  of  $6,175,  provides 
materials  and  one  paraprofessional  for  students  in  special  education 
returning  from  private  day  or  residential  special  programs .  The 
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state  94-262  Early  Childhood  Grant   ($15,625),  an  increase  of 
$3,275,  provides  speech  assistance  and  screening  services  to 
children  enrolled  in  private  preschool  programs  or  of  early 
childhood  age. 

The  Federal  Chapter  I  Grant   ($161,910),  an  increase  of 
$33,659,  continues  to  provide  remedial  math  services  to  eli- 
gible youngsters  in  grades  1-8  as  well  as  reading  and  study 
skills  services  to  students  at  Converse  Middle  School  in  grades 
6-7 .     The  increase  in  this  grant  has  also  provided  a  much-needed 
additional  guidance  person  at  the  Converse  Middle  School.  This 
program  provides  services  to  approximately  225  youngsters  in  the 
schools .     The  Chapter  I  program  was  evaluated  this  past  year  and 
was  given  a  very  positive  review  by  the  Department  of  Education . 

The  Drug  Free  Schools  Grant  continues  to  provide  drug  aware- 
ness information  to  staff,  parents ,  and  students  as  well  as  to 
assist  in  the  funding  of  the  D.A.R.E.  program.     This  grant  is 
also  used  to  provide  some  short-term  counseling  to  students  and 
families . 

This  year  we  have  begun  preparations  for  the  integration  of 
our  Early  Childhood  Program,  and  it  is  anticipated  to  begin  in 
the  Fall  of  1994. 

With  the  move  of  the  eighth  grade  to  Palmer  High  School 
as  well  as  the  increased  number  of  students  needing  increased 
services  at  Palmer  High  School,  it  is  necessary  to  establish  an 
additional  resource  room  at  the  High  School.     This  will  allow  us 
to  provide  appropriate  services  and  to  stay  within  the  legal 
guidelines  of  programs. 

The  mainstreaming  of  special  education  students  continues 
to  be  an  area  of  emphasis .     This  year  we  have  been  able  to  main- 
stream a  number  of  children  through  the  use  of  1-1  paraprofessionals 
as  well  as  the  support  of  the  building  administrators  and  tremen- 
dous cooperation  and  assistance  of  the  staff. 

The  Department  of  Special  Services  continues  to  advocate  for 
the  education  of  all  children  in  the  least  restrictive  environment 
and  to  the  maximum  degree  possible . 

Maintenance 

Planning  and  inhouse  maintenance  done  throughout  the  1991-1992 
school  year  resulted  in  considerable  savings  in  the  1092-1993  school 
year . 

Many  previously  contracted-out  services  are  now  done  by  our 
inhouse  maintenance  staff.     Lubrication  of  motors  and  proper  belt 
tension  resulted  in  less  than  a  3  percent  failure  rate  of  the  more 
than  350  electric  motors  in  the  three  schools  that  range  in  horse- 
power from  1/33  h.p.   to  25  h.p. 
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Classroom  heating  units  at  the  Converse  Middle  School  were 
refurbished    inhouse  in  1991-1992 ,  resulting  in  a  major  part  of 
the  fuel  oil  reduction  cost  in  that  school  alone  in  1991-1992  by 
22.36  percent  and  a  reduction  in  1992-1993  of  27.5  percent  over 
the  1990-1991  school  year.     That  is  a  two-year  savings  of  15,944 
gallons  of  fuel  oil! 

Energy-eff icent  light  fixtures  and  bulbs  throughout  the 
Middle  School  contributed  additional  savings . 

Over  360  air  filters  are  changed  prior  to  the  start  of  school 
in  September  and  cleaned  or  replaced  accordingly  at  regular  sched- 
uled intervals  throughout  the  school  year,  resulting  in  faster 
morning  warmups  and  cleaner  air  exchange. 

The  plowing  and  sanding  of  the  school  complexes  in  1992-1993 
were  done  by  our  inhouse  maintenance  staff,  resulting  in  a  savings 
of  over  $20,000  from  the  lowest  outside  contracted  price.  The 
School  Committee  purchased  a  sander ,  and  Highway  Superintendent 
Philip  Sampson  provided  us  with  the  sand/salt  mix  and  loaded  it 
as  well.     The  walkways  were  handled  by  the  Park  Department. 

With  the  final  completion  of  the  High  School  in  1991-1992 , 
more  time  has  been  allowed  to  further  plan  for  the  future  upkeep 
of  the  buildings  both  in  short-  and  long-term  goals. 

These  school  buildings  are  an  investment  and  should  be 
treated  as  such.     Planning  and  scheduled  maintenance  are  things 
that  cannot  be  overlooked  or  skimped  on  and  not  be  the  first  place 
to  be  cut  in  the  budget  when  monies  are  needed  for  alternate  pur- 
poses.    Protect  your  investment ;  invest  in  the  upkeep  of  your 
schools . 

As  the  Town's  new  Superintendent ,  I  present  this  annual  report  with  pride 
in  the  quality  of  effort  and  results  as  described  in  the  preceding  five  reports 
I  also  look  forward  to  the  future  with  an  equal  amount  of  pride  in  the  commit- 
ment of  all  staff  members ,  the  parents ,  and  the  community  to  providing  an  edu- 
cational program  which  will  address  the  needs  of  all  the  sons  and  daughters  of 
Palmer .

ANNUAL  REPORT  1993 


The  Pathfinder  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  District  Committee 
presents  this  report  to  the  citizens  of  the  district.  Clearly,  the  year  was  a  blend  of 
significant  change  and  a  substantial  amount  of  uncertainty.  A  major  portion  of  staff 
time  and  energy  was  spent  in  preparing  for  and  responding  to  the  Educational  Reform 
Act  of  1993.  Once  that  measure  became  law,  however,  the  committee  was  faced  with  a 
number  of  unanswered  questions,  most  of  which  arose  in  the  area  of  regional  school 
district  finance. 

Because  no  terms  on  the  committee  expired  in  1993,  membership  remained 
unchanged.  Committee  officers  continued  to  include  Michael  J.  Cavanaugh  as  chair- 
man and  Michael  Roncolato,  Barbara  Beaulieu  and  Ronald  J.  Laviolette  as  vice-chair- 
man, secretary,  and  treasurer,  respectively.  Judith  Dudek,  Sybil  George  and  Ford 
Ray  continued  their  terms  and  Carlos  Alves  of  Monson  served  as  the  elected  student 
member. 

Sharing  a  portion  of  the  school's  governance  this  year  was  the  School  Council, 
an  elected  body  created  by  the  Educational  Reform  Law  of  1993.  The  1993-94  Council 
includes  nine  members:  Assistant  Director  David  LaPierre  and  Instructors  Vincent 
Desilets  and  Michael  Bernat  from  the  staff;  Raymond  Scruton,  Mary  Adkins  and  David 
Goraj  representing  parents;  student  member  Jay  Demore;  and  community  members 
Celeste  Comeau  and  John  Stote.  The  Council  has  met  monthly  and  has  concentrated 
on  specific  areas  of  concern:  development  of  the  school  improvement  plan;  profes- 
sional development;  community  awareness,  and  the  school's  budget. 


CURRICULUM 

The  committee  is  pleased  to  note  that  several  provisions  included  in  the  Educa- 
tional Reform  Act  were  already  well  established  at  Pathfinder.  In  particular,  the  re- 
quirement that  technical  studies  include  competency  based  curricula  is  currently  being 
satisfied  in  ail  vocational  and  technical  areas  of  the  school.  In  addition,  the  implemen- 
tation of  Applied  Mathematics,  Principles  of  Technology,  and  Applied  Biology  and 
Chemistry  has  satisfied  the  stipulation  that  the  so-called  "general  track"  be  eliminated 
far  in  advance  of  the  statutory  requirement. 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Carl  D.  Perkins  Act  on  the  federal  level  as  well 
as  to  the  Educational  Reform  Act  here  in  Massachusetts,  particular  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  integration  of  academic  and  technical  programs.  This  activity  is  an  on- 
going effort  and  includes  several  projects  as  well  as  periodic  in-service  training.  The 
most  visible  and  creative  result  this  year  was  an  interdisciplinary  project  developed 
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around  the  study  of  herbs.  It  featured  the  combined  areas  of  Culinary  Arts,  Ornamental 
Horticulture,  History,  and  English  and  culminated  in  a  highly  successful  open  house 
where  student-made  products  were  displayed  and  offered  for  sale. 

The  committee  has  encouraged  the  exploration  and  implementation  of  team 
teaching  in  appropriate  areas.  The  most  successful  example  this  year  has  been  the 
joint  instruction  by  the  mathematics  and  drafting  teachers  in  the  eleventh  grade  drafting 
related  program.  The  committee  believes  that  such  ventures  not  only  fulfill  the  expec- 
tations of  the  educational  reform  movement  but  also  result  in  a  more  comprehensive 
learning  experience  for  students  involved. 

The  1993-94  House  Building  Program  -  the  15th  in  Pathfinder's  history  ~  is 
taking  place  in  Bondsville.  The  particular  building  design  includes  a  truss  floor  system 
and  has  provided  the  students  with  a  unique  educational  opportunity  to  which  they  had 
not  previously  been  exposed. 

At  the  request  of  the  Presiding  Justice  of  the  Palmer  District  Court,  the  Data 
Processing  Department  developed  a  work-expenence  program  which  enabled  students 
to  provide  data  entry  assistance  to  the  court  staff  as  part  of  valuable  on-the-job  training 
in  a  realistic  environment.  Pathfinder  also  provided  the  computer  equipment  on  loan 
to  the  courthouse  as  an  extension  of  the  students'  laboratory. 

Pathfinder  continued  its  participation  in  the  federally  funded  'Tech  Prep  West" 
consortium  of  local  technical  schools  and  community  colleges.  Students  may  take 
advantage  of  accelerated  learning  and  ~  in  many  cases  ~  college  credit  for  learning 
experiences  which  take  place  at  Pathfinder  in  a  planned,  approved  sequence.  They 
also  enjoy  increased  opportunities  as  a  result  of  greater  depth  and  rigor  of  academic 
offerings  in  conjunction  with  the  Tech  Prep  concept.  Articulation  agreements  currently 
exist  in  the  following  fields:  Culinary  Arts,  Drafting,  Electronics,  HeatingA/entiiation/Air 
Conditioning,  and  Computer  Programming. 

In  many  respects,  equipment-particularly  in  the  area  of  high  technology-is  as 
important  as  textbooks  in  a  technical  school.  Pathfinder  continued  to  move  forward  in 
selected  programs  with  enhanced  technology  for  the  21  st  century.  Several  areas 
received  state-of-the-art  hardware  and  software.  Most  notably,  the  Data  Processing 
Department  was  refurnished  with  20  new  IBM  PC's  and  a  local  area  network  to  support 
its  curriculum. 

The  Drafting  Department  updated  its  12  CAD  workstations  with  the  addition  of 
memory  chips  and  the  installation  of  AutoCad  12  software.  The  Metal  Machining 
Program  incorporated  a  new  computer  numeric  controlled,  bench  top  lathe  and  a  new 
computer  numeric  controlled  miller  as  well  as  3  updated  computers  and  current  soft- 
ware to  drive  these  units.  Finally,  the  Auto  Body  Program  purchased  the  newest, 
environmentally  safe  downdraft  paint  preparation  station  which  utilizes  activated  char- 
coal filters.

Despite  these  improvements,  however,  the  school  committee  and  staff  continue 
to  be  concerned  that  inadequate  financial  resources  do  not  allow  sufficient  equipment 
expenditures  to  keep  current  in  many  of  our  areas. 

A  small  but  highly  successful  evening  program  was  offered  in  both  the  spring 
and  fall  terms.  Computer  related  courses  continued  to  be  of  greatest  interest,  but 
additional  opportunities  were  available  in  Culinary  Arts,  HeatingA/entilation/Air  Condi- 
tioning, Auto  Body,  Cosmetology,  and  Nails  Technology.  Area  businesses-notably 
Country  Bank  and  Tambrands-made  extensive  use  of  our  resourses. 

Pathfinder  sponsored  a  traditional  summer  school  program  which  included 
courses  in  U.S.  History,  English,  Language  Arts,  Geometry,  Algebra  I  &  li,  General 
Math,  Life  Science,  Earth  Science,  Chemistry,  Biology,  and  Physical  Education.  For 
the  first  time,  students  were  offered  an  opportunity  to  make  up  work  in  certain  Related 
courses  by  participating  in  a  workshop  session.  Use  of  the  IDEAL  learning  laboratoty 
was  used  as  a  supplement  to  the  classroom  curricula.  Under  the  direction  of  Michael 
Bernat,  the  program  enrolled  142  students  representing  all  of  the  member  towns  as 
well  as  four  non-member  towns. 

COMMUNITY  SERVICE 

Pathfinder  continued  to  assign  a  high  priority  to  work  projects  which  assist  our 
member  towns  and  at  the  same  time  give  the  students  realistic  job  experience  in  their 
field.  In  addition  to  the  data  processing  work  at  the  courthouse  noted  above,  this 
section  highlights  a  few  of  the  municipal  projects  carried  out  over  the  past  year. 

The  Carpentry  Remodeling  Program  and  the  Electrical  Program  joined  forces  to 
assist  the  Belchertown  Public  Schools  by  renovating  a  third  building  at  the  former 
Belchertown  State  School  for  use  as  an  elementary  classroom.  Carpentry,  Electrical 
and  HeatingA/entilation/Air  Conditioning  students  collaborated  on  completing  the 
interior  of  the  new  Monson  Water  Commission  building.  This  project  included  installa- 
tion of  all  interior  walls,  electrical  service,  and  a  complete  heating  system. 

The  Heating/Ventilation/Air  Conditioning  Department  has  added  a  variety  of 
outside  projects  as  a  new  component  of  its  overall  curriculum.  One  of  the  newest 
departments  at  Pathfinder,  this  group  of  students  is  now  able  to  assume  a  greater  role 
in  on-the-job  experience.  For  example,  they  have  recently  completed  the  servicing  and 
maintenance  of  the  heating  and  air  conditioning  systems  in  the  Palmer  Town  Adminis- 
tration Building. 

The  Ornamental  Horticulture  Department  continued  to  provide  landscaping 
maintenance  services  to  the  Palmer  District  Court  Building  through  an  agreement  with 
the  County  of  Hampden.  The  proximity  and  attractiveness  of  the  courthouse  and  its 
grounds  provided  an  excellent  opportunity  for  high  visibility  work  by  our  students. 
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STUDENT  BODY 


Pathfinder's  October  1st  enrollment  was  616,  an  increase  of  10  over  opening 
day.  Director  of  Guidance  Mark  Condon  attributed  this  steady  growth  to  Pathfinder's 
excellent  reputation  among  surrounding  communities  as  well  as  to  greater  marketing 
and  recruitment  efforts  by  the  guidance  staff.  Five  full-time  postgraduate  students  were 
included  in  the  student  body  this  year,  and  indications  are  that  more  older,  high  school 
graduates  will  return  for  job  training  or  retraining  in  the  future.   Included  in  the  enroll- 
ment figures  for  Fall  1993  were  Belchertown  89;  Monson  85;  New  Braintree  14; 
Palmer  99;  and  Ware  115.  Out-of-distnct  students  accounted  for  the  remaining  214. 

Mr.  Condon  reported  that  324  applications  were  received  for  school  year  1993- 
94,  including  26  for  grade  10  and  13  for  Grade  1 1 .  Pathfinder  was  able  to  accommo- 
date several  transfers  at  the  beginning  of  the  year;  however,  a  lengthy  waiting  list  for 
Grades  10  and  1 1  existed  well  into  the  year  due  to  space  limitations  and  a  low  drop-out 
rate  in  lower  grades. 

In  May,  the  Pathfinder  Chapter  of  the  National  Vocational  Technical  Honor 
Society  inducted  several  new  and  returning  members.  The  impressive  ceremony  was 
well  attended  by  parents,  friends,  and  school  staff  and  featured  an  inspirational  talk  by 
Channel  40  news  anchor  Ray  Herschel. 

HeatingA/entilation/Air  Conditioning  student  Jason  Langtagne  was  selected  to 
represent  Pathfinder  at  the  annual  Vocational  Student  Recognition  Program  spon- 
sored by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education.  Along  with  his  peers  from  other 
vocational  schools  around  the  Commonwealth,  Jason  was  honored  at  a  recognition 
dinner  and  program  held  at  Mechanics  Hall  in  Worcester  in  March  1993. 

As  usual,  the  academic  year  culminated  in  the  traditional  awards  programs.  The 
academic  awards  dinner  held  in  May  honored  senior  Jeremiah  Auciair  who  was  recog- 
nized for  the  highest  academic  achievement.  He  also  received  a  number  of  scholar- 
ship awards  and  prizes  at  graduation.  Both  Jeremiah  Auciair  and  Jason  Langtange 
subsequently  enrolled  at  STCC  in  the  field  of  energy  systems. 

The  school  was  pleased  to  present  two  special  awards  this  year.  Springfield 
Union-News  Bureau  Chief  Carol  Murphy  was  recognized  for  her  outstanding  coverage 
of  local  news  stories  in  general  and  Pathfinder  features  in  particular.  At  the  same  time, 
Pathfinder  senior  Danielle  Noreau  was  honored  as  the  recipient  of  the  Renaissance 
Award  for  her  "...dedication,  enthusiasm,  and  commitment  to  Pathfinder...";  she  is 
currently  attending  Our  Lady  of  the  Elms  College  where  she  is  majoring  in  biology. 

In  June,  the  94  members  of  the  graduating  class  received  diplomas  and  voca- 
tional certificates  at  an  indoor  ceremony.  By  that  date,  67%  of  the  class  had  obtained 
gainful  employment  or  were  planning  to  pursue  postsecondary  education.  College 
admissions  offers  increased  for  the  third  straight  year,  a  factor  which  clearly  resulted 
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from  the  articulation  agreements  and  the  Tech  Prep  program  in  place  with  area  com- 
munity colleges.  An  additional  1 1  %  had  made  commitments  to  a  branch  of  the  military. 
Mr  Condon,  on  behalf  of  the  Scholarship  Committee,  was  proud  to  present  approxi- 
mately $13,000  in  awards  to  members  of  the  class.  The  school  committee  and  admin- 
istration continues  to  be  deeply  grateful  for  the  continuing  support  shown  by  local 
business  and  industry-and  in  some  cases  individuals-  for  generous  contributions  to 
the  scholarship  fund. 

STUDENT  AFFAIRS 

Limited  extracurricular  activities  for  Pathfinder  students  continued  to  be  an  area 
of  concern  for  the  school  committee.  However,  the  degree  of  success  and  commitment 
by  students  who  do  participate  was  a  source  of  considerable  pride. 

During  the  year,  members  of  the  student  council  were  involved  in  several  com- 
munity and  in-school  activities.  Notable  among  their  accomplishments  was  the 
Thanksgiving  Basket  Drive  which  was  expanded  this  year  to  provide  for  a  greater 
number  of  needy  families.  A  fund  raiser  was  also  planned  with  proceeds  going  to  the 
Muscular  Dystrophy  Association.  A  larger  number  of  pep  rallies  and  sporting  event/ 
dance  programs  were  initiated  with  considerable  success. 

The  Peer  Education  Group  meetings  included  discussions  on  such  timely  topics 
as  date  rape,  depression,  suicide,  and  peer  pressure.  A  presentation  to  area  second 
graders  was  made  on  topics  of  smoking,  drug  use,  and  peer  pressure.  Other  in-school 
efforts  included  the  production  and  display  of  banners  bearing  motivational  phrases 
and  expressions. 

A  group  of  students  and  staff  at  Pathfinder  investigated  and  ultimately  initiated  a 
Renaissance  Program  which  recognizes  student  achievement  in  vocational,  academic, 
and  athletic  endeavors.  Area  businesses  were  contacted  to  support  this  worthwhile 
and  ambitious  undertaking  through  contribution  of  awards  and  benefits  for  recognized 
students.  As  the  program  matures,  more  students  and  community  businesses  will 
become  involved. 

There  were  also  a  number  of  commendable  athletic  accomplishments  during 
1993.  The  girls'  basketball  team  won  the  Boosters  Club  Christmas  Tournament  for  the 
second  consecutive  year.  Both  the  girls'  and  boys'  varsity  basketball  teams  had  play- 
ers elected  to  all-league  teams.  Senior  Todd  Sampson  won  the  Western  Massachu- 
setts Free  Throw  Shooting  Contest  and  finished  second  in  the  state  semi-finals.  The 
baseball  and  softball  teams  placed  in  the  upper  half  of  their  respective  divisions,  while 
four  athletes  from  spring  sports  were  elected  to  all-league  teams.  Finally,  the  varsity 
soccer  team  posted  the  best  win/loss  record  in  the  school's  soccer  history.  Three  of 
the  team's  players  were  elected  to  all-league  teams. 
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As  a  result  of  the  Educational  Reform  Act  of  1993,  some  significant  changes 
were  made  in  the  code  of  conduct  contained  in  the  Student  Handbook.  In  particular, 
the  committee  charged  with  development  of  disciplinary  policy  met  to  revise  the  code 
so  that  it  complied  with  the  statutory  requirements  regarding  possession  of  weapons, 
assault  on  staff,  and  issues  of  drug  use  and/or  possession. 

SPECIAL  SERVICES 

The  Special  Education  Department  continued  to  provide  academic  and  voca- 
tional instruction  to  eligible  students  in  grades  9-12  and  to  students  enrolled  in  the 
Modified  Vocational  Instruction  at  Pathfinder  (MVIP)  Program.  Services  were  provided 
to  approximately  258  students  in  prototypes  502.1  through  502.4. 

Approximately  234  TEAM  meetings  were  scheduled  throughout  the  year.  These 
planning  meetings  were  conducted  by  both  the  lEP  Planner/Liaison  and  the  TEAM 
Teacher  for  the  MVIP  Program.  In  addition  to  those  responsibilities,  these  two  staff 
members  provided  added  support  for  special  education  and  regular  classroom  teach- 
ers. They  also  maintained  regular  parent  and  student  contact  as  needed. 

The  school  committee  continues  to  support  a  strong  and  dedicated  special 
education  staff.  Seventeen  professionals  are  funded  through  local  monies  with  an 
additional  tobacco  cessation  specialist  employed  on  grant  funds.  The  department  also 
includes  seven  teacher  aides. 

Speech  and  language  services  were  provided  to  approximately  51  students.  In 
addition,  the  therapist  has  been  working  with  resource  study  skills  classes  to  assist 
with  language  development  and  verbal  expression.  This  strategy  has  been  particularly 
helpful  in  the  eyes  of  other  teachers. 

The  school  adjustment  counselor  maintains  a  case  load  of  75  students.  She 
works  with  students  on  an  individual  basis  and  covers  a  wide  range  of  topics.  The 
major  objective  of  this  service  is  to  help  maintain  the  student  within  the  regular  class- 
room setting  and  school. 

The  Special  Education  Department  continued  to  provide  support  for  an  Alterna- 
tive Drop-Out  Prevention  Program  through  the  utilization  of  federal  funds  and  local 
tuition  charges.  This  program  afforded  students  who  have  difficulty  succeeding  in  the 
regular  day  program  an  opportunity  to  receive  vocational  training  in  selected  areas  in 
the  late  afternoon.  The  program  was  intensive  and  highly  individualized,  and  the  major 
objective  was  to  encourage  the  student  to  return  to  his  or  her  home  high  school  and 
complete  the  requirements  for  a  diploma  or  to  make  application  for  the  regular  day 
program  at  Pathfinder. 
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GRANTS  AND  CONTRACTS 


Pathfinder  utilized  its  funds  from  the  Carl  D.  Perkins  Vocational  and  Applied 
Technology  Education  Act  Amendments  of  1990  for  the  same  two  projects  as  in  1992. 
Pathfinder  received  an  allocation  of  $61,69,  which  represented  a  $4,843  increase 
over  the  previous  allocation  and  supported  two  positions:  Vocational  Instructor  of 
Special  Populations  and  a  HeatingA/entilation/Air  Conditioning  Instructor. 

Other  grants  received  by  the  school  were  as  follows: 

Media  Enhancement 

Pathfinder  received  $3,625  for  library  supplies.  The  funds  supported  the  pur- 
chase of  a  computer  information  research  system  which  students  utilized  to  research 
current  information  on  a  vast  number  of  subjects. 

P.L.  94-142 

An  allocation  of  $93,990  partially  funded  Pathfinder's  alternative  day  program, 
various  supplies  for  all  shops,  consultants  and  field  trips. 

P.L.  89-313 

Pathfinder  received  $3,150  and  specifically  used  the  entire  award  within  its 
Modified  Vocational  Instruction  at  Pathfinder  Program.  The  major  portion  of  this  grant 
was  spent  for  vocational  supplies. 

Science/Math  Professional  Development 

An  entitlement  of  $1 ,824  was  allocated  for  supplies  and  teacher  conferences  for 
Math  and  Science  teachers. 

DYS  Tuition 

Pathfinder  received  $1 1 ,303  to  provide  vocational  instruction  in  the  afternoon  for 
specific  students  who  are  under  the  legal  custody  of  Department  of  Youth  Services. 

Drug-Free  Schools 

A  grant  of  $2,801  for  contractual  services  enabled  two  staff  members  to  promote 
peer  counseling  and  integration  among  the  students.  Staff  also  put  on  plays  for  el- 
ementary students  emphasizing  avoidance  of  substance  use.  Other  monies  were 
spent  to  bring  in  highly  trained  counselors  to  deal  with  students  who  did  have  sub- 
stance abuse  problems. 

Tobacco  Cessation 

Pathfinder  received  $27,381  to  fund  a  Health  Coordinator  to  work  with  staff  and 
students  regarding  a  number  of  health  issues,  including  a  major  emphasis  on  terminat- 
ing tobacco  use.  There  was  also  a  small  amount  for  supplies  in  the  area  of  health. 
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Chapter  I 

A  grant  of  $23,000  funded  two  teacher  aides.  In  addition,  a  small  amount  of 
money  was  set  aside  for  one  of  the  reading  teachers  to  coordinate  the  project. 

Integration  and  Mainstreaming 

Pathfinder  utilized  a  small  grant  of  $4,500  for  conferences,  a  learning  disability 
specialist,  and  resources  in  areas  associated  with  learning  disabilities. 

Hampden  County  Summer  Youth  Employment 

Utilizing  a  grant  of  $36,535.55,  Pathfinder  provided  services  for  24  eligible 
youths.  Participants  worked  for  three  hours  in  the  morning  at  specific  locations,  then 
came  to  Pathfinder  for  academic  tutoring  and  vocational  training.  The  program  ran  for 
6-8  weeks. 

Summer  DYS 

Pathfinder  received  $12,060  to  operate  a  six  week  intensive  vocational  program 
for  specific  adolescents  who  were  in  the  custody  of  the  Department  of  Youth  Services, 
intensive  daily  instruction  was  provided  in  selected  vocational  fields. 

FACULTY  AND  STAFF 

Pathfinder's  main  strength  continues  to  lie  in  the  quality  of  its  staff.  Fortunately, 
the  school  experienced  only  one  retirement  in  1993  and  moved  to  fill  that  vacancy  in 
the  Drafting  Department  with  one  of  its  own  graduates.  Because  of  the  continuing 
uncertainty  over  finances,  the  committee  was  unable  to  hire  an  additional  HVAC 
teacher  and  a  Coordinator  of  Cooperative  Education  for  the  1993-94  school  year,  but  it 
has  every  intention  of  doing  so  once  the  financial  picture  stabilizes. 

Currently  the  staff  includes  34  vocational  and  related  teachers,  21  academic 
teachers,  17  professionals  in  special  education,  2  guidance  counselors,  and  11 
teacher  aides.  Five  administrators-two  of  whom  have  been  with  the  school  for  20 
years  or  more-oversee  their  respective  areas  of  the  school  program. 

Superintendent  Gerald  L.  Paist  continues  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Vocational  Administrators  and  chairs  its  Policy  Com- 
mittee for  1993-94.  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Vocational  Association  in 
December,  he  was  re-elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Council  of  Local 
Administrators,  representing  Region  I.  He  and  Assistant  Director  David  LaPierre  serve 
on  numerous  state-wide  committees  and  task  forces  through  their  professional  associa- 
tions, and  both  have  s;  -  sd  on  the  Graduate  and  Continuing  Studies  Faculty  at 
Westfield  State  College,  in  the  Spring  of  1993,  Dr  Paist  served  as  the  chairman  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  to  evaluate  Diman  Regional  Vocational  School  in  Fall  River.  Assis- 
tant Director  Gary  Roszkiewicz  also  served  on  a  Visiting  Committee  to  evaluate  a 
vocational  school  in  Connecticut. 
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BUDGET  AND  FINANCE 


Because  the  Education  Reform  Law  did  not  take  effect  until  June,  the  school 
committee  proceeded  to  develop  and  adopt  a  budget  based  upon  conventional  prac- 
tice. The  committee  determined  early  in  that  process  to  adopt  a  budget  no  greater  than 
2  1/2%  over  the  previous  year.  Included  in  that  initial  determination  was  the  decision 
to  anticipate  level  funded  state  aid  and  tuition  income,  realizing  that,  in  all  probability, 
those  amounts  would  increase  over  the  summer. 

The  committee  then  adopted  an  initial  budget  of  $5,685,732,  resulting  in  assess- 
ments to  the  member  communities  as  follows:  Belchertown  $41 1 ,983;  Monson 
$436,244;  New  Braintree  $58,085;  Palmer  $665,544;  and  Ware  $627,276.  Each  of 
these  assessments  was  subsequently  approved  at  the  respective  town  meeting. 

With  the  passage  of  the  Educational  Reform  Law,  however,  attention  became 
focused  on  the  required  "minimum  spending"  for  each  of  the  member  towns  as  well  as 
the  district  itself.  In  each  case,  the  amount  approved  earlier  in  the  year  was  far  short  of 
the  target.  According  to  computations  by  the  Department  of  Education,  the  shortfall  in 
each  member  town  was  as  follows:  Belchertown  $64,594;  Monson  $46,847;  New 
Braintree  $12,645;  Palmer  $128,182;  and  Ware  $88,493.  In  the  judgment  of  the  com- 
mittee, those  amounts  were  far  in  excess  of  what  would  be  expected  in  a  district  of 
Pathfinder's  size,  and  the  committee  initiated  discussions  with  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation to  reduce  that  gap.  Ultimately,  the  Department  agreed  to  allow  the  district  to 
credit  each  town's  portion  of  the  $200,000  surplus  revenue  applied  toward  the  FY94 
budget,  thereby  reducing  the  district-wide  gap  to  $140,000.  Each  member  town  then 
appropriated  its  share  of  that  shortfall,  increasing  its  respective  appropriation  by  the 
following  sums:  Belchertown  $26,294;  Monson  $9,607;  New  Braintree  $6,785;  Palmer 
$68,622;  and  Ware  $29,453. 

Ultimately,  the  financial  provisions  of  educational  reform  provided  an  additional 
$168,000  in  state  aid  to  Pathfinder  as  well  as  the  $140,000  in  additional  local  appro- 
priations. Although  this  was  welcome  news  to  the  school  committee  and  to  the  staff,  it 
meant  that  Pathfinder  itself  was  required  to  meet  a  minimum  spending  target  consider- 
ably in  excess  of  what  had  been  anticipated.  As  of  the  writing  of  this  report,  it  is  still 
not  clear  what  that  final  amount  will  be  since  revised  figures  have  not  yet  been  pro- 
duced. 

A  major  provision  in  the  Educational  Reform  Law  repealed  the  section  of  the 
District  Agreement  which  apportions  operating  costs  to  each  member  town  according 
to  the  number  of  students  that  town  has  enrolled  in  the  school.  Historically,  that 
mechanism  has  been  easily  understood  by  voters  at  town  meeting  time.  This  year, 
however,  the  additional  factor  of  "affordability"  was  introduced,  and  data  such  as  the 
town's  per  capita  income  was  considered.  Consequently,  the  final  assessment  to  each 
member  town  bore  no  relationship  to  the  number  of  students  in  the  school.  This 
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change  has  generated  a  considerable  amount  of  concern  in  regional  school  districts 
state-wide,  and  there  is  some  evidence  that  that  provision  may  be  altered  in  FY1995. 

CONCLUDING  STATEMENT 

The  committee  continues  to  be  proud  of  the  students  and  staff  at  Pathfinder.  It 
is  optimistic  that  the  Educational  Reform  Law  will  produce  a  greater  degree  of  account- 
ability, more  stable  and  predictable  financial  resources,  and  stronger  learning  out- 
comes for  students. 

Two  years  ago  the  school  received  an  outstanding  evaluation  by  the  New  En- 
gland Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  The  committee  was  pleased  to  see  that 
evaluation  confirmed  by  NEASC  in  its  response  to  the  two-year  follow  up  study.  The 
Commission  on  Vocational  Technical  Schools  gave  the  school  high  praise  for  the 
number  of  recommendations  that  had  been  implemented,  for  the  attention  given  to 
those  recommendations,  and  to  the  quality  and  format  of  the  report. 

In  summary,  the  Commission  agreed  with  the  committee's  perceptions  that 
Pathfinder  is  providing  the  very  best  education  possible  within  the  limitations  of  re- 
sources available.

PARK   DEPARTMENT  REPORT 
FISCAL  YEAR  1994 

We  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  hereby  submit  our  Annual  Report 
to  the  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 

The  Park  Commission  meets  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  the  month  at  7:00 
P.M.   at  the  Town  Administration  Building. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  the  most  frustrating  yet  rewarding 
years  for  the  department.  The  two  most  difficult  situations  to  deal 
with  over  the  last  year  have  been  the  weather  and  the  results  of 
three  years  of  budget  reductions. 

This  past  winter  was  one  which  many  had  not  encountered  in  a 
decade.  Snow  began  falling  in  November  and  continued  with  a  number 
of  storms  throughout  the  winter  until  early  April  with  the  worse 
storm  on  March  13  and  14  dumping  17"  of  snow  in  the  area.  Park 
employees  were  kept  busy  plowing  and  sanding  parks,  bridges,  schools 
and  other  areas.  Park  Department  men  and  equipment  were  also 
requested  to  assist  the  Highway  Department  in  snow  removal  and 
plowing  operations.  Following  winter,  was  a  cool  spring  which  led 
to  a  late  melting  of  snow  and  ice  and  a  slov;  thawing  of  the  ground. 
These  conditions  made  for  a  difficult  job  of  getting  the  thirteen 
ball  fields  in  shape  for  the  upcoming  baseball  season  which  was 
scheduled  to  begin  on  April  8. 

The  next  problem  came  with  the  summer.  Hot,  dry  and  below  normal 
rainfall  made  maintaining  fields  and  parks  a  challenge.  Areas  such 
as  Legion  Field  and  the  schools  even  fell  victim  to  the  dry 
conditions  as  irrigation  systems  were  pushed  to  the  maximum.  Areas 
which  sustained  the  most  damage  were  areas  such  as  New  Burleigh  Park 
ball  fields  and  Nick  Laviolette  Field  in  Three  Rivers.  New  Burleigh 
Park  fields  were  constructed  over  thirty  years  ago  and  have  no 
irrigation  system.  When  hot  weather  occurs  the  fields  tend  to 
compact  making  it  impossible  for  the  rain  to  drain  during  a  storm. 

One  of  the  most  rewarding  events  of  the  past  year  occurred  in  July 
when  Community  Development  Director,  Larry  Smith,  notified  the 
Superintendent  that  a  grant  in  the  amount  of  $25,  000.00  had  been 
awarded  to  the  department  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  mini-park 
located  in  the  Village  of  Thorndike.  This  park  originally 
constructed  on  land  donated  by  the  then  Diamond  National  Company, 
was  built  in  the  early  seventies.  Through  the  years  the  area  began 
to  show  signs  of  wear  and  tear  and  was  in  need  of  a  complete 
renovation  job.  Working  from  plans  drawn  by  the  Park 
Superintendent-  Park  and  Highway  crews  began  work  on  July  22,  1993. 
The  plans  called  for: 

1.   Fencing  to  be  installed  and  some  existing  fence  to  be 
painted. 
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2.  The  construction  of  a  new  combination  skating  rink  and 
basketball  court. 

3.  A  complete  regrading  and  elevation  change  of  the  entire  park 
area. 

4.  New  electric  service  and  lights. 

5.  New  play  area  with  soft  surfacing  material  underneath  and 
around  playground  equipment. 

6.  Construction  of  new  wooden  benches  and   retaining  wall. 

7.  Installation  of  new  playground  equipment  and  refurbishing  of 
some  of  the  older  equipment. 

8.  Installation  of  new  rubber  coated  steel  benches. 

9.  Planting  of  new  grass  and  trees. 

The  park  was  completed  and  re-opened  for  use  by  Mid-October  to  the 
delight  of  the  many  children  and  adults  that  visit  it  daily.  Had 
this  project  been  contracted  out  the  cost  would  have  far  exceeded 
the  funds  available  and  if  it  were  not  for  the  cooperation  of  all 
the  departments  involved  this  project  would  have  never  been 
accompli  shed . 

The  next  area  funding  being  pursued  is  for  Endelson  Playground  in 
Bondsville.  Over  the  last  five  years  requests  to  have  money 
approved  in  the  departments  budget  have  been  fruitless  and  with  the 
knowledge  learned  on  the  Thorndike  project  the  Superintendent  has 
been  working  with  the  Community  Development  Department  to  see  if  it 
is  possible  to  receive  more  grant  money  for  this  much  needed  and 
long  overdue  project. 

The  failure  of  the  over-ride  vote  to  lease/purchase  trucks  for  the 
park  as  well  as  other  departments  was  just  one  more  problem 
encountered.  In  October  the  departments  1978  truck  was  determined 
to  be  no  longer  safe  to  operate  and  was  pulled  out  of  service.  The 
Finance  Committee  approved  emergency  truck  rental  funds  for  three 
months  to  get  us  through  the  busy  fall  sports  season.  Then  in 
November  voters  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  voted  to  approve  funding 
for  the  lease/purchase  of  a  new  truck.  The  new  truck  has  been 
ordered  and  is  being  handled  by  A.M.I.  Municipal  Leasing  and  should 
be  arriving  in  early  94. 

As  mentioned  in  the  beginning  of  our  report,  the  summer  was 
relentless.  Lack  of  rainfall,  inability  to  water  fields  and  the 
influx  of  disease  made  it  difficult  to  maintain  the  fields.  Certain 
areas  such  as  Burleigh  Park  ball  fields  were  a  prime  example  of  what 
a  combination  of  weather,  over  use  and  insufficient  funds  can  do  to 
an  area.  The  three  factors  listed  above  can  be  better  put  into 
perspective  by  whether  lack  of  natural  rainfall  and  no  irrigation 
leads  to  the  turf  plant  drying  out  and  dying.  The  plant  loses  its 
natural  ability  to  recover  and  then  over  seeding  is  the  only 
solution  to  reestablishing  turf.  Over  use  is  by  far  the  most 
damaging  to  the  fields.  Last  year  well  over  400  games  were  played 
on  these  fields.  The  combination  of  weather  and  the  constant  use  of 
the  same  fields  breaks  down  the  plants  recovery  and  leads  to  dead 
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turf,  compaction  of  the  ground  and  difficult  maintenance.  Funding, 
last  year  as  in  the  previous  year  due  to  budget  cuts  and  level 
funding  consisted  of  a  total  of  $600.00  dollars  allocated  to 
maintain  6  ball  fields  and  surrounding  areas.  When  broken  down  it 
calculates  to  in  a  per  acre  cost  of  less  then  $60  .  00.  Three  years 
ago  the  per  acre  cost  was  in  the  $300.00  dollar  range  and  this  was 
still  a  low  figure.  This  area  and  Nick  Laviolette  Field  are  two 
areas  where  the  cuts  in  funding  have  been  most  noticeable.  Nick 
Laviolette  Field  cost  per  acre  dropped  from  $300,00  to  $30.00  (per 
acre  cost  included  maintenance,  mowing,  fertilization,  purchase  of 
bases  and  other  equipment  as  well  as  field  preparation  for  games). 
This  amount  is  less  than  the  average  homeowner  spends  on  his  own 
lawn  care  which  sees  no  where  the  use  of  a  recreational  area.  So, 
it  is  quite  apparent  that  unless  something  is  done  to  reverse  the 
present  situation  these  and  other  areas  will  continue  to  deteriorate 
in  the  years  to  come. 

The  summer  camp  program  at  New  Burleigh  Park  was  again  open  for  a 
six  week  period.  This  day  camp  run  by  the  Recreation  Committee 
offers  youngsters  a  variety  of  sports,  arts  and  crafts  and  swimming 
as  well  as  a  host  of  other  activities.  Before  camp  opened,  park 
crews  replaced  a  roof  on  one  of  the  smaller  shelters  which  was  built 
eleven  years  ago  and  completely  rebuilt  another.  Also,  the  pool  was 
patched,  cleaned  and  painted  and  the  rest  rooms  were  painted.  Even 
with  good  maintenance  this  area  will  soon  be  in  need  of  some  major 
upgrading.  The  pool  area  needs  work  as  well  as  the  large  shelter 
and  rest  rooms  which  will  need  extensive  work  in  the  future.  To 
meet  new  laws  and  codes.  New  Burleigh  Park  encompasses  over  160 
acres  of  woodland,  athletic  facilities,  hiking  trails,  and  more  and 
should  be  viewed  as  one  of  the  towns  most  valuable  assets.  This 
area  from  April  until  December  is  used  daily  by  hikers,  picnickers, 
church  groups,  and  families  and  is  one  area  that  everyone  can 
enjoy.  It  is  without  a  doubt  the  towns  largest  recreational 
facility  and  requires  much  more  than  the  $1,960.00  dollars  budgeted 
to  maintain  it. 

Soccer  was  again  on  the  rise  in  the  town  with  addition  of  school 
soccer  teams  as  well  as  all  the  teams  from  the  Palmer  Kickers 
Association.  The  Department  during  the  fall  season  from  August 
until  November  was  maintaining  4  soccer  fields,  3  football  fields, 
and  1  Field  Hockey  Field.  All  fields  were  utilized  to  the  maximum 
and  as  mentioned  over  the  past  several  years  soccer  which  requires 
fields  larger  than  football  fields  has  grown  in  popularity 
throughout  the  region.  Unfortunately,  as  the  number  of  teams 
increase,  the  facilities  do  not  so  once  again  we  are  in  the 
situation  of  conflicts,   over  use  and  less  maintenance  funds. 

The  effects  of  budget  cuts  over  the  past  several  years  are  now 
beginning  to  show.  Older  mowing  equipment,  trucks  and  fields  are 
all  victims.  Equipment  that  should  have  been  replaced  two  years  ago 
is  breaking  down  more,  parts  are  harder  to  get,  down  time  has 
increased  and  in  some  cases  such  as  the  truck,  have  been  completely 
taken  out  of  service.  The  need  to  begin  to  replace  old  equipment  is 
quite  evident  and  should  be  one  of  top  priority  over  the  next  two 
years .

2.  Purchase  or  lease  of  new  equipment 

3.  Rehiring  of  workers 

4.  Upgrading  of  fields  and  facilities 

5.  Master  Planning 

6.  Good  Planning  and  scheduling  of  fields 

7.  Expansion  of  recreational  fields 

8.  Good  cooperation  with  all  the  different 
teams,  organizations  and  individuals  who 
use  the  areas. 


If  all  these  and  other  areas  are  addressed  in  a  timely  manner  then 
we  will  all  be  the  ones  who  will  benefit  with  good,  clean  and  safe 
playgrounds,  parks  and  athletic  facilities. 

In  closing,  we  the  Commissioners  and  our  Superintendent  would  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  Park  Employees  and  other 
Town  Departments  and  other  individuals  who  have  lent  their  support, 
help  and  knowledge  to  the  Park  Department  during  not  only  this  past 
year  but  for  many  years.

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HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  Palmer  Historical  Commission  is  a  seven  member  board 
appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  We  are  charged  with  the 
preservation  of  historical  and  archaeological  assets  within  the 
Town  of  Palmer. 

The  Commission  is  still  actively  pursuing  avenues  by  which  to 
acquire  and  preserve  items  which  reflect  the  history  of  Palmer 
and  the  events  that  occurred  here.  We  are  very  interested  in 
finding  a  secure  location  where  we  can  meet,  do  research,  and 
exhibit  items  which  have  been  donated  to  the  Town  (through  the 
Commission)   by  private  citizens. 

On  April  12,  1993,  Adeline  Gloster  celebrated  her  one  hundredth 
birthday.  She  is  the  "holder"  of  the  cane  presented  to  the 
oldest  living  female  citizen  of  Palmer.  A  proclamation  was 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Historical  Commission 
citing  her  many  achievements  over  the  years. 

An  application  has  been  submitted  by  Attorney  James  Baird  to 
obtain  service  and  trademark  rights  for  the  Town  logo.  This 
logo  may  be  used  as  a  Town  of  Palmer  seal,  for  letterheads,  and 
by  the  Palmer  Police  Department  on  patches  and/or  emblems. 
Attorney  Baird  is  applying  for  copyrights  on  the  "Pictorial 
Memorabilia  of  Historic  Events"  painting  which  is  nearing 
completion  after  three  long  years.  The  fees  are  being  paid  by 
the  Commission. 

The  Memorial  Hall  roof  project  had  not  been  started  as  of  the 
end  of  1993.  The  Commission,  by  majority  vote,  did  not  wish  to 
support  the  project  as  bid.  It  was  felt  that  the  warranty  was 
of  too  short  a  period.  The  Commission  wanted  a  longer 
warranty.  Mr.  Lawrence  Smith  is  going  to  re-submit  requests 
for  bids.  We  are  still  dedicated  to  provide  the  Town's  portion 
of  the  expense  in  the  roof  repair  and  Mr.  Smith  has  been  so 
informed. 

The  Historical  Commission  wishes  to  thank  the  citizens  of 
Palmer  for  their  support  over  the  years.  We  hope  to  be  able  to 
work  more  closely  with  the  Historical  Society  in  the  coming 
years .

Section  1.  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  by-law  is  to  establish  the 
Town  of  Palmer  as  a  Nuclear  Free  Zone. 

Section  2.  -  Prohibitions 

a.  No  radioactive  materials,   nuclear  fuel  or 
nuclear  weapons  shall  be  produced,   stored,  processed, 
recycled,  detonated,   incinerated,  or  disposed  of  within 
the  Town  of  Palmer. 

b.  No  high-level  radioactive  wastes,   low  level 
radioactive  wastes,  deregulated  radioactive  wastes  known 
as  "Below  Regulatory  Concern"    (BRC)  or  otherwise  shall  be 
produced,   stored,  processed,   recycled,  detonated, 
incinerated,  or  disposed  of  within  the  Town  of  Palmer. 
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Section  3.   -  Definitions 

a.  High-level  radioactive  waste:  "irradiated 
reactor  fuel,   liquid  wastes  resulting  from  the  operation 
of  the  first  cycle  solvent  extraction  system  or 
equivalent,  and  the  concentrated  wastes  from  subsequent 
extraction  cycles,   or  equivalent,   in  a  facility  for 
reprocessing  irradiated  reactor  fuel,  and  solids  into 
which  such  liquid  wastes  have  been  converted,      (Title  10c 
1  CFR  NRC) 

b.  Low-level  radioactive  waste:  "radioactive 
material  that  is  not  high  level  radioactive  waste,  spent 
nuclear  fuel,   transuranic  waste  or  by-product  material,  as 
defined  in  the  United  States  Code,   Title  42,   Section  2014 
(e)   the  Atomic  Energy  Act  of  1954,   Section  11   (E)    (2);  and 
that  the  United  States  Nuclear  Regulatory  Commission, 
consistent  with  existing  law,  classifies  as  low-level 
radioactive  waste.     Low-level  radioactive  waste  also 
includes  any  radioactive  material  that  is  generated 
through  the  production  of  nuclear  power  and  the  United 
States  Nuclear  Regulatory  Commission  classifies  as 
low-level  radioactive  waste  as  of  January  1,   1989,  but 
which  may  be  classified  as  below  regulatory  concern  after 
that  date. 


Section  4.  Exemptions 

All  medical  facilities  located  within  the  Town  of 
Palmer  are  exempt  from  this  by-law. 


Section  5.  Offenses 

Any  person  or  corporation  violating  any  provision 
of  this  by-law  shall  be  fined  the  maximum  amount  allowed 
by  M.G.L.  c40,   section  21  or  other  applicable  federal  or 
state  law  and  rules  or  regulations. 


Section  6.  Severability 

Should  any  section  of  this  by-law  be  found  to  be 
contrary  to  existing  law  or  preempted  by  existing  law  or 
otherwise  found  to  be  of  no  legal  effect,   then  all  other 
sections  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect.  If 
Section  4,  Medical  Facilities,   is  adjudged  invalid,   it  is 
hereby  provided  that  the  remainder  of  this  by-law  shall 
also  be  invalid. 


Section  7.     Effective  Date 
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This  by-law  shall  become  effective  upon  its 
passage  by  majority  vote  of  the  Town  of  Palmer  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Attorney  General. 


ARTICLE  17.     VOTED:     Unanimous.     That  the  Town  adopt  the 
following  Adult  Entertainment  By-Law: 

The  purpose  of  this  by-law  is  to  serve  the  compelling  town 
interests  of  preventing  the  clustering  and  concentration 
of  adult  entertainment  establishments  because  of  their 
deleterious  effect  on  adjacent  areas  and  of  aiding  in 
curbing  crime  and  urban  blight. 


ARTICLE  I 

Definitions 

IA.  Adult  Retailers:     An  establishment  having  as  a 
substantial  or  significant  portion  of  its  stock  in  trade, 
books,  magazines,   videos,   peep  show  booths,   and  other 
materials  which  are  distinguished  or  characterized  by 
their  emphasis  depicting,   describing,   or  relating  to 
sexual  conduct  or  sexual  excitement  as  defined  in  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  272,  par.   31.     For  the 
purposes  of  this  by-law  the  term  "substantial  or 
significant  portion"  means  an  amount  of  stock  in  trade, 
books,  magazines,  videos,  peep  show  booths  and  other 
materials  which  is  greater  than  10%  of  the  entire  stock. 

IB.  Adult  Theater:     An  enclosed  building  used  for 
presenting  material  distinguished  or  characterized  by  an 
emphasis  on  matter  depicting,  describing,  or  relating  to 
sexual  conduct  or  sexual  excitement  as  defined  in  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  272,  par.   31,  where 
such  material  constitutes  a  substantial  portion  or 
significant  portion  of  materials  shown.     For  the  purpose 
of  this  by-law  the  term  "substantial  or  significant 
portion"  means  movies,   videos,   and  other  materials  which 
are  greater  than  10%  of  all  the  movies  shown. 


ARTICLE  II 

1.     No  adult  retailer  or  adult  theater  shall  be  located 
less  than  1,000  feet  from  any  district  designated  by  these 
zoning  by-laws  for  any  residential  use,   including  those 
residential  uses  allowed  by  Special  Permit  or 
grandfathered  within  business  or  commercial  zones,   or  any 
public,  private  or  parochial  school,   library,  park, 
playground,   recreational  area,  church  or  other  area  in 
which  large  numbers  of  minors  regularly  travel  or 
congregate  or  be  located  within  1,000  feet  of  any  other 
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adult  store  or  adult  theater  without  first  obtaining  a 
special  permit. 

2.     In  addition,   any  now  existing  retailer  who  desires  to 
change  the  contents  of  his/her  retail  establishment  so 
that  a  substantial  or  significant  portion  of  its  stock  in 
trade  will  consist  of  books,  magazines,   videos,  peep  show 
booths,   and  other  materials  which  are  distinguished  or 
characterized  by  their  emphasis  depicting,  describing,  or 
relating  to  sexual  conduct  or  sexual  excitement  as  defined 
in  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  272,  par.  31, 
shall  be  required  to  obtain  a  special  permit.     For  the 
purpose  of  this  by-law,   the  term  "substantial  or 
significant  portion"  means  an  amount  of  stock  in  trade, 
books,  magazines,   videos,  peep  show  booths,   and  other 
materials  which  is  greater  than  10%  of  the  entire  stock. 


3.  In  addition,   any  now  existing  retailer  who  is  engaged 
in  the  sale  and/or  rental  of  adult  retail  books,  magazines 
and  videos  shall  cover  the  front  page  of  said  books, 
magazines  or  video  boxes  or  shall  maintain  a  separate 
viewing  and  sales  area  for  the  rental  and/or  sale  of  said 
books,  magazines  or  videos  or  other  materials  as  defined 
by  this  by-law  so  as  to  prevent  minors  from  viewing  or 
entering  said  adult  entertainment  area. 

4.  Whoever  disseminates  to  a  minor  any  matter  harmful  to 
minors,   knowing  it  to  be  harmful  to  minors,   or  has  in  his 
possession  any  such  matter  with  the  intent  to  disseminate 
the  same  to  minors,   shall  be  in  violation  of  this  by-law. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  by-law,    "a  minor"  is  a  person 
under  eighteen  years  of  age.     Matter  is  harmful  to  minors 
if  it  is  obscene  or  if  taken  as  a  whole,   it   (1)  describes 
or  represents  nudity,  sexual  conduct  or  sexual  excitement, 
so  as  to  appeal  predominantly  to  the  prurient  interest  of 
minors;     (2)   is  patently  contrary  to  prevailing  standards 
of  adults  in  the  county  where  the  offense  was  committed  as 
to  suitable  material  for  such  minors,   and   (3)  lacks 
serious  literary,  artistic,  political  or  scientific  values 
for  minors.     It  shall  be  a  defense  under  this  section  that 
the  defendant  was  in  a  parental  or  guardianship 
relationship  with  the  minor.     It  shall  also  be  a  defense 
that  the  defendant  was  a  bona  fide  school,  museum  or 
library,  or  was  acting  in  the  course  of  his  employment  as 
an  employee  of  such  organization  or  of  a  retail  outlet 
affiliated  with  and  serving  the  educational  purpose  of 
such  organization.

permission  following  the  receipt  of  the  recommendations  of 
the  Police  Chief /designee ,  Highway  Superintendent  and  the 
Safety  Committee.     Receipt  of  the  Selectmen's  permission 
to  install  such  sign(s)  does  not  abrogate  or  obviate  the 
need  of  the  application  to  obtain  all  other  necessary 
approvals/permits  for  said  sign(s),   if  any.
